OF 

THE  THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Bexbow  Hall,  Bexbow  Hotel, 
Greensboro.,  X.  C,  Wednesday,  June  23,  1909. 

The  Thirtieth  Animal  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  convened  this  afternoon  at  2 : 1 5 
o'clock,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  J.  E.  Shell, 
of  Lenoir,  who  then  introduced  Rev.  E.  K.  MeLarty,  pastor 
of  West  Market  Street  Methodist  Church,  and  by  him  the 
meeting  was  opened  by  invocation  of  the  Divine  blessings, 
as  follows :

Wilt 
Thou  rule  over  all  things,  for  Thou  art  everywhere.     Grant  that  we 
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may  be  getting  good  and  doing  ir< >< ><i  all  the  while.  Bless  these  men 
and  equip  them  for  a  larger  service  to  God  and  a  Larger  service  to 
their  fellowman.  May  they  rejoice  in  the  open  field  for  service  which 
Thon  has  opened  for  them. 

Sustain  as,  <>  Lord,  through  life,  taking  care  of  us  every  day.  and 
may  our   walk    with    God    be   sweet    iii    this   world.      Amen. 

President  Shell  then  presented  to  the  Association  Mr.  G. 
s.  Bradshaw,  who  delivered  an  appropriate  address  of  wel- 
come in  behalf  of  the  city,  welcoming  the  visiting  delegates 
and  their  friends  to  Greensboro,  and  extending  to  them  their 
hospitality  and  pleasures. 

Mr.  (i.  S.  Bradshaw  spoke  as  follows: 

ADDRESS   OF  WELCOME. 

Mi-.   President,   and   Gentlemen   of   the   State  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 

i- in t'n > a  : 

I  have  come  before  yon  with  the  atmosphere  of  the  courl  room,  the 
bell  of  which  i.s  now  ringing.  I  trust  that  the  1'reslmess  of  a  purer 
atmosphere  and  the  presence  of  this  grand  assemblage  of  the  pride 
of  Carolina,   that    I    may   feel   refreshed. 

Nor  have  I  come  to  repeal  the  old  story  of  the  hospitality  of  these 
people,  for  I  am  persuaded  to  believe  that  at  this  late  day.  there  is 
not  to  lie  found  in  the  remotest  nook  or  corner  a  Carolinian  who 
has  not  heard  and  who  does  not  know  of  the  hospitality  of  the  peo- 
ple who  have  built  this  Queen  city  of  the  Pdedmon<l  Hill.    Time  after 

time   this   splendid   city    has   thrown   open    her  gates   and   extended    the 

righthand  of  welcome  to  conventions  after  conventions,  assemblies 
after  assemblies;  and  every  commercial  organization  bid  them  wel- 
come. 

ii    is  true,  gentlemen,  we  have  not   the  ocean,  nor  the  mountains 

here,  upon  which  one  or  the  other  yon  are  annually  accustomed  to 
gaze,  hut  1  am  glad  that  you  stopped  in  central  North  Carolina  this 
time,  to  hold  your  annual  meeting.  There  are  some  things  here 
thai  1  think  should  interest  all  North  Carolinians,  ami  which  should 
Interesl  you.     ret,  there  are  other  things  here,  in  which  every  true 

North    Carolinian    is   Interested,    and    which   he   will    share  with   us   the 

part. 

SOU    stand    here    today,    -eiitlnien.    upon    historic    soil.       You    stand 

here  among  the  homes  of  some  whose  names  are  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina  History.     Here  is  the  hoi f  the  Caldwells,  the   Moreheads, 

Scales  and  Cilmers.  W^-v^'  was  the  home  of  Mclver,  a  man  who  ac- 
complished more  iii  his  day  and  generation  than  any  North  Caro- 
linian, living  or  dead.     Here  was  the  hoi r  Moses  n.  Cone,  who, 
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in  his  life  and  short  day.  accomplished  more  than  any  man  in  North 
Carolina  or  the  South. 
Here  you  are  almost  within  sight  of  our  beautiful  Battle  Park,  the 

Old  Guilford  Court  House.  Hero  Johnston  surrendered,  and  all 
around  you  will  find  historic  soil  in  which  every  Carolinian,  i  am 
sure,  feels  pride.     We  invite  you  to  look  at  these  spots. 

There  is  a  special  reason  why  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  stand  before 
you.  It  was  my  privilege  to  he  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  1881, 
which  created  this  organization.  1  was  not  aware  of  the  fact  until 
my  friend,  Mr.  Max  Payne,  banded  me  a  program  which  called  my 
attention  to  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Session  of  your  Association.  I  was 
in  the  Legislature  when  Mr.  Jno.  S.  Pescud  and  others  knocked  at 
the  door  of  that  Legislature  asking  for  a  charter,  the  object  of  which 
was  to  unite  the  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina  for  mutual  aid,  en- 
eouragment.  protection  and  improvement,  to  elevate  the  standard  of 
professional  thought  to  those  properly  qualified  and  improve  the 
vocations  of  the  druggists  and  apothecaries;  so  you  will  see  that  the 
object,  as  announced  in  your  original  charter,  has  been  steadily 
growing. 

I  want  to  say  further,  gentlemen,  that  we  have  other  things  here 
in  our  Queen  City  that  may  interest  you  and  entertain  you.  We 
have  here  on  a  hill  west  of  where  I  stand,  the  old  Greensboro  Female 
College,  which  has  stood  for  about  a  century,  the  only  one  in  the 
Southland  that  has  sent  out  its  graduates  to  enrich  and  strengthen 
The  State,  and  across  on  another  hill  we  have  another  which  is  the 
crown  jewel,  not  only  of  the  Gate  City,  but  the  crown  jewel  of  North 
Carolina — the  State  Normal,  in  which  you.  as  well  as  the  people  of 
Greensboro,  have  a  share.  Within  the  last  decade  that  institution 
has  done  and  accomplished  more  for  the  education  of  this  great  Stair 
than  the  State  University.  Trinity,  Davidson  and  Wake  Forest  all 
combined.  It  was  born  when  the  propentialities  to  womanhood  were 
needed  as  it  was  never  needed  before.  There  is  not  a  home  in  North 
Carolina  today  that  has  not  felt  its  vitalizing  and  helping  power. 
There  is  not  a  school  building  that  has  not  felt  its  touch.  It  is  your 
institution  as  well  as  ours ;  we  invite  you  to  it  and  to  the  other 
institutions. 

In  front  of  you  stands  the  unique  and  most  beautiful.  I  think,  the 
home  of  the  town.  "The  Elks'  Home ;"  across  the  street  the  home  of 
the  "Chamber  of  Commerce;"  on  the  other  corner  the  home  of  the 
"Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Club,  and  its  strings  are  on  the 
outside;  and  further  down  the  street  we  pass  one  of  the  largest 
auditoriums  in  North  Carolina.  We  can  also  show  you  one  of  the 
largest  cotton  mills  in  the  world,  to  which  we  invite  you  to  visit; 
and  on  the  other  car  line  we  will  show  you  a  handsome  and  beautiful 
park,  tomorrow,  when  we  go  to  the  barbecue. 

The  President  said  he  thought  it  better  that  you  should  meet  in 
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the  middle  of  the  State.  There  are  so  many  outside  attractions  at 
Morehead  City  and  Asheville,  but  I  trust  that  your  stay  in  our  city 
will  be  profitable,  as  well  as  pleasant,  and  thai  your  annual  sessimt 
may  be  one  of  great  success,  not  only  from  a  pleasure,  but  a  business 
standpoint. 

In  the  namr  of  the  "Elks,"  "Chamber  of  Commerce"  and  "The 
Merchants'  and  Manufacturers"  Club."  and  in  the  name  of  every 
organization,  I  bid  you  welcome,  and  thrice  welcome. 

The  response  t<>  the  Address  of  Welcome  was  delivered  by 
Mr.  George  Y.  Watson,  South]  ><>rt,  which  was  very  ably  de- 
livered as  follows : 

RESPONSE  TO  ADDRESS   OF   WELCOME. 
Mr.  President,  Ladies  <imi  Gentlemen: 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  arise  to  respond  to  the  gracious 
words  of  welcome  that  you  have  just  listened  to  from  the  Honorable 
Mi-.    I'.radshaw. 

Sir.  on  behalf  'if  the  officers  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  it  is  my  pleasure,  privilege  and  honor 
to  say   that    we  sincerely  thank  you. 

Sixteen  years   have  passed  since   last   we  met    in   your  enterprising 

city.      During    that    time    we    have   1 a    most    warmly    welcomed    and 

happily  entertained,  in  nearly  all  of  the  principle  cities  and  resorts 
of  the  old  North  State  -Asheville.  charlotte.  Durham.  Raleigh,  Wil- 
mington, Winston-Salem,  Wrightsville,  Lake  Toxaway  and  More- 
head  City.  Words  fail  to  express  our  gladness  of  being  once  more 
in  charming  Greensboro.  We  have  often  heard  id'  her  continued 
process  in  ail  lines  of  civic  and  commercial  life,  and  we  are  sincerely 
glad  to  come  among  you  today,  and  behold  what  great  progress  in 
commerce,  education  and  manufacturing  our  sister  city  has  made 
during  the  sixteen  years  that    we   have  been   absent. 

We  have  heard  it   said  thai   your  city  is  called  "The  Gateway  to 

the  Prosperous  South."  and  we  have  undersl 1  thai  some  of  your 

enterprising  real   estate  men  claim  that    it   is  the  "Gateway  to  the 

World."    and    state    in    proof  of   these   claims    thai    the   -real    Southern 

Railway  and  others  connect  it  with  the  coasl  mi  both  sides  of  the 
continent.  Sou  have  over  fifty  passenger  and  freight  trains  daily 
connecting  you  with  the  outside  world.  You  handle  more  passenger, 
freight  and  express  business  than  any  other  city  between  Washington 
and  Atlanta.  Four  railroad  depots  handle  over  fifteen  hundred  cars 
Of  frelgbl    each  day   in   the  year. 

Your  city  has  i he  largesl  denim  mill  in  the  world,  producing  more 

than   all   of  the  other  deidi ills  of  the   Southern    States  combined. 

i -e  than  one  fourth  of  II ntire  product   of  the  denim   mills  of  the 

world.     The  value  of  the  cotton  manufactured  and  finished  by  your 
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mills  amounts  to  $15,000,000.00.  Within  a  radius  of  one  hundred 
miles  of  your  city  there  are  located  337  cotton  mills  with  millions  of 
dollars  invested.  You  have  the  largest  terra  cotta  plant  in  the 
South,  shipping  annually  1,500  cars  drain,  tile  and  sewer  pipes.  We 
have  heard  of  your  cigar  factories  producing  20.000.000  cigars  an- 
nually, of  your  foundries,  iron  manufacturing  plant,  furniture  fac- 
tories, lumber  mills,  buggy  factories,  etc. 

With  such  a  wonderful  showing  of  manufacturing  in  cotton  goods, 
wood,  iron,  tobacco,  terra  cotta  and  other  kinds  of  merchandise, 
you  surely  have  the  right  to  be  called  the  "Gateway  to  the  Prosper- 
ous South." 

We  have  heard  that  your  city  is  an  educational  center,  and  that 
your  educational  facilities  are  unsurpassed.  From  the  number  of 
institutions  of  high  education ;  from  the  excellency  of  your  graded 
school  system ;  from  the  fact  that  yours  was  the  first  city  and  county 
in  the  State  to  vote  a  special  tax  for  the  support  of  public  schools ; 
from  the  large  number  of  students  who  come  here  annually  from  all 
sections  of  this  and  other  States,  and  especially  from  the  intelligence, 
culture  and  refinement  of  your  citizens,  we  are  prepared  to  believe 
every  word  of  it. 

From  the  number  of  your  banks,  their  large  capital  stock  and 
excellent  facilities  for  doing  business ;  your  building  and  loan  associa- 
tions;  your  life  and  fire  insurance  companies,  we  believe  that  your 
city  is  a  financial  center. 

We  have  heard  it  claimed  that  the  morals  of  your  city  are  of  a 
very  high  standard.  Judging  from  your  forty-three  beautiful 
churches,  representing  all  leading  denominations;  your  magnificent 
Carnegie  Library  and  other  institutions,  and  from  the  fact  that  your 
people  drink  nothing  but  pure  water  from  your  reservoir  (applause)  : 
from  what  we  know  of  the  personnel  of  your  citizens,  we  cannot  but 
believe  that  it  is  true. 

Again,  it  has  been  said  that  your  city  is  a  "Convention  City." 
From  the  number  of  your  hotels,  your  immense  auditorium,  capable 
of  seating  20.000  people ;  from  the  number  of  religious,  professional, 
fraternal  and  commercial  organizations  that  hold  their  meetings  here 
from  year  to  year,  and  from  the  excellent  manner  in  which  you  care 
for  them,  we  have  sufficient  proof  that  your  city  is  a  "Convention 
City." 

It  has  been  said  that  for  a  short  time  after  the  cruel  devastation 
of  the  Civil  War,  which  laid  waste  to  fortune  and  property  of  your 
people,  that  they  were  unable  to  build  fine  business  blocks,  hand- 
some residences  or  great  factories  as  they  do  today,  but  through  all 
of  their  trials  and  sufferings,  they  retained  their  love  for  the  beau- 
tiful, and  every  yard  became  a  flower  garden,  and  you  built  fine 
parks,  where  rich  colors,  rare  perfume  united  to  welcome  and  delight 
the  visitor.  And  so  from  that  sad  time  to  this  glad  day  your  city  has 
been  called  "A  City  of  Flowers." 
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From  your  central  location,  Ideal  climate,  moderate  elevation  above 
evel;  your  beautiful,  healthy  and  productive  agricultural  coun- 
try; from  the  excellence  of  your  fire  department,  miles  and  miles 
of  paved  sidewalks,  macadamized  roads,  first-class  sewerage  system, 
electric  and  gas  plant,  and  hundreds  of  other  enterprises  that  go 
towards  the  making  of  a  greal  city,  we  cannol  but  believe  that  In 
the  future  your  fair  city  will  be  found  taking  1 1 1* »  lead  among  the 
progressive  cities,  not  only  of  North  Carolina  and  our  "Dixie  Land," 
bu1  of  the  United  States.  Ber  name  and  fame  is  being  heralded 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  broad  land  of  ours. 

We  that  are  here  again  are  glad  that  it  is  our  good  fortune  to 
visll  you.  whether  it  he  our  lot  again  to  meet  you  under  your  own 
vine  and  fig  tree,  let  me  assure  you  that  our  memories  will  always  be 
Charged  with  recollections  of  your  kindness,  of  your  warm  greeting, 
of  the  heartiness  of  your  welcome,  of  the  beautiful  diction  of  your 
learned  and  far-famed  townsman,  and  not  less  than  these,  of  the 
grace  and  beauty,  and  loveliness  of  the  fair  daughters  of  the  City 
of  Greensboro. 

Then  tin-  roll  wa-  called  by  Secretary  P.  W.  Vaughan,  of 
Durham,  an.]  found  fifty-four  members  pro-cut.  and  two  asso- 
ciate members.  A  quorum  being  present,  the  President  an- 
nounced thai  the  meeting  was  ready  for  business. 

After  which,  Mr.  F.  \Y.  Eancock,  of  Oxford,  made  the 
following  talk,  introducing  Dr.  Henry  II.  Rusby,  President 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  Professor 
in  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Columbia  University 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  as  follows :

Rusby,  President-elect  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa 
tion.  and  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Columbia 
University  of  the  City  of  Now  York,  in  1880  Dr.  Rusby  was  sent  by 
the  Smithsonian  institute  to  explore  the  shore  of  the  Southwest  ;  in 
1906  be  was  appointed  Experl  in  Drug  Products  to  the  Department 
..:   Health  In  the  city  of  Now    fork,  and  to  investigate  the  supply  of 

pure  drills  that  cj i  to  thai  oity:  last  year  he  was  appointed  to  a 

similar  position  bj  the  Agriculture  Department  of  r.  s.  ,\.  I  want 
to  -.iv  thai  no  are  delighted,  wo  are  glad  thai  Dr.  Rusby  i<  upon 
Xo-rth  Carolina  soil.  To  say  thai  we  are  glad  thai  ho  i-  here  does 
not  express  it  :  we  are  doubly  glad  that  si i  distinguished  a  gentleman, 
in  pharmaceutical  circles,   ha-  ■■< into  our  mldsl   to  !»■  with  us 
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on  an  occasion  of  this  kind.  I  will  say  to  him  while  he  is  in  Nortb 
Carolina,  that  be  can  pluck  the  plums  from  the  trees,  be  can  dig 
deep  down  into  our  soil,  take  the  roots  and  the  plants  thai  he  had 
so  often  desired  to  gather,  not  only  through  the  United  States,  but 
through  America  and  other  countries.  North  Carolina  has  more 
resources  along  this  line  than  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  He  is 
welcome  to  all  that  he  can  gather  and  carry  hack  to  he  exhibited 
in  the  City  of  New  York. 

I  wish  to  state  while  he  is  in  North  Carolina,  that  he  must  be 
careful  that  he  does  not  tread  upon  the  tar  in  the  "Old  Nortb  State." 
If  he  does,  he  will  become  a  "Tar  Heel:''  he  will  stick  here  ami 
remain  here,  but  we  would  he  glad  to  have  so  distinguished  a  man  in 
our  State. 

We  are  glad  that  he  is  here,  and  hope  that  he  will  make  himself 
at   home  while  he  is  among  us. 

At  the  close  of  this  Dr.  H.  H.  Busby  gave  a  short  talk,  as 
follows : 

In  response  to  the  very  kind  words  of  welcome  which  have  just 
been  uttered,  I  wish  to  say  that  it  has  never  been  my  desire  to 
gather  plums,  but  it  has  always  been  my  desire  to  shake  the  plum 
tree  and  get  the  fruit  for  some  one  else  to  gather. 

After  having  listened  to  the  eloquent  address  I  regret  that  I  am 
not  an  orator,  hut  a  plain  man  of  science.  It  might  be  possihle  for 
reflecting  on  a  statement  which  was  made  by  another  man.  "That 
eloquence  was  devise  of  expression  intended  to  cover  up  a  volley  of 
inaccuracy." 

As  a  man  of  science,  I  want  to  be  very  accurate.  I  want  to  assure 
you  that  I  feel  deeply  gratified,  being  able  to  extend  to  this  Association 
the  greeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  These  greet- 
ings are  sincere,  I  assure  you,  and  their  congratulations  of  success 
to  this  Association.  The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  looks 
upon  the  State  Association  as  its  adjutant,  without  whose  service 
it  would  never  hope  to  be  successful. 

If  the  American  Association  is  ever  going  to  be  successful  in  secur- 
ing that  which  it  needs  in  building  up  the  beueflt  to  the  different 
parts  of  the  Association,  it  can  never  do  so,  unless  it  is  through 
such  an  Association  as  this  one. 

The  next  convention  which  I  shall  have  the  honor  of  presiding 
over,  and  which  shall  be  held  in  the  South  here,  we  hope  you  shall 
send  a  good  strong  delegation  there. 

At  the  same  time  I  would  like  to  present  the  greetings  of  the  New 
York  State  Pharmaceutical  Association.  They  did  not  sive  me  this 
privilege,  as  they  did  not  know  that  I  was  to  be  here,  but  their  meet- 
ing occurs  next  week,  and  I  am  sure  that  they  will  be  glad  when 
they  learn  that  I  had  the  honor  to  be  with  you  and  present  their 
greetings. 
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The  New  York  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  occupies  a 
peculiar  position  Bomewhat  New  York  state  baa  taken  a  very  ad- 
vanced |N.siti..u  and  is  looking  to  the  other  states  to  follow  it  and 
su].|M.rt  it.  not  suddenly  and  violently,  as  it  would  not  be  wise  Cor 
them  to  take  sudden  steps.     The  New  York  state  Association,  and 

New    Yoik    State   a<   a    Stat.-   to   its    legislation,    has   adopted    the   view 

thai  pharmacy  is  a  profession,  not  that  it  is  not  a  business,  bul  thai 
it  is  a  profession  as  well  as  a  business.  That  they  must  be  cherished 
and  developed.  Taking  that  view  of  it.  New  York  state  has  -one 
to  work,  taking  hold  of  professional  interest  of  pharmacy.  At  the 
lasl  session  of  the  Legislature  a  new  Pharmacy  Law  was  passed 
which  the  Governor  vetoed. 

I  think  if  any  one  should  ask  what  subjecl  you  gentlemen  are 
as  deeply  Interested  in  as  any  oilier.  I  would  say  that  it  is  the  edu- 
cational movement  in  the  South.  Never  have  I  known  of  any  move- 
ment in  the  country  which  has  made  such  a  rapid  stride  as  the 
educational   movement. 

The  pharmacist  education  is  as  an  important  subject  as  this  Asso- 
ciation is.  I  do  not  believe  In  forcing  things  or  going  ahead  too 
rapidly.  1  believe  that  this  Association  should  set  its  mind  steadily 
at  work,  and  find  out  what  is  best  for  pharmacist  education  In  this 
state  and  then  secure  that  which  is  i.est.  We  have  come  to  believe 
thai  the  preparatory  education  of  a  hoy  before  he  begins  the  study 
of  pharmacy  is  the  most  important.  I  say  educate  them,  you  cer- 
tainly should  before  you  try  to  make  pharmacists  of  them. 

Since  the  year  1889  I  have  looked  at  the  faces  of  Students  while  I 
was  lecturing  to  them  and  could  see  no  response  from  them,  and 
knew  thai  most  of  them,  if  they  were  listening  with  their  ears,  were 
not  looking  with  their  Intelligence,  bul  I  tell  you  when  I  would  men 
tion  fifty  cents  you  would  see  them  brighten  up.  Now.  since  they 
have  begun  getting  better  educated,  you  will  find  these  students 
listening  so  intensely  that   it   looks  as  though  it   is  a  pleasure  to  them. 

I    sonieti s  stand  and   lecture  to  200  students,  and   see  the  pleasant 

expression.  I  then  feel  thai  I  oughl  to  pay  them  instead  of  my 
drawings  salary,  i  now  see  these  young  men  go  oul  questioning  one 
another  aboul  pharmacy.  I  tell  you  the  Impression  produced  upon 
me  is  such  that  I  feel  like  advising  every  one  as  practically  as  they 
can.  to  go  oul  and  secure  this  benefit. 

it  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  be  here  as  a  guesl  of  this  Associa- 
tion, i  take  a  deep  pride  and  very  grea<1  pleasure  to  feel  thai  this  is 
extended  to  me  personally.     God  has  nol   made  us  s<,  thai  personal 

relation    can    he   left    out 

I   hope  that    I   have  the  hearty  welcome  of  every  member  Of  this 
ition    h.rc    personally.       It     is    marvelous    to    think    how    many 

subjects  are  coming  forward,  subjects  which  are  presented  to  ,i<  for 
making  out  problems. 

There    is    a    question    for   shorter    hours.      This   OUghl    to    hi'   so    that 
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his  social  position  might  be  Improved.  His  opportunity  Cor  enjoy- 
ing life  as  freely  as  the  men  of  other  professions  or  occupations. 

There  arc  the  brick  layers  and  the  men  that  work  on  the  toad, 
that  have  their  eight  hours  to  work,  and  when  that  time  comes  he 
goes  where  he  ought  to  go  and  he  enjoys  himself. 

The  pharmacist  is  a  professional  man  quite  as  much  as  the  physi- 
cian; he  is  entitled  to  as  many  good  things  as  the  physician  is.  I 
know  oue  of  the  most  whole-souled,  high-idead  men  that  1  ever  knew, 
and  he  wanted  to  close  on  Sunday,  lie  went  to  his  friends  and  asked 
them  what  they  thought  about  it.  They  said  that  was  the  very 
thing  to  do.  He  followed  their  advice  and  the  tirst  year  he  lost 
$1,500.00  on  his  trade.  Those  that  want  to  close  early  will  always 
find  a  man  who  will  get  the  business  from  him  while  he  is  closed. 

We  are  going  to  try  to  work  it  out  in  the  State  of  New  York,  to 
forbid  them  by  law  to  keep  open  a  certain  length  of  time.  The  life 
of  the  patient  comes  to  the  pharmacist  for  medicine,  and  the  clerk 
makes  a  mistake  because  he  has  not  had  enough  of  sleep  or  rest. 

PURE    FOOD    AND    DRUG    ACT. 

I  believe  that  a  majority  of  you  have  never  known  what  kind  of 
things  you  use.  Imagine  you  examining  every  one  of  your  pack- 
ages. You  would  have  to  have  an  annalizer  for  every  department. 
You  have  not  any  idea  of  the  carelessness  that  has  been  exercised. 
You  are  sending  out  goods  marked  U.  S.  P.,  and  we  in  New  York 
City  have  ascertained  that  they  never  made  any  assay  for  that  medi- 
cine before  it  went  out.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that  according  to  the  theory 
of  law,  that  responsibility  rests  where  the  transaction  occurs. 

If  Dr.  John  Smith  buys  a  fruit  extract  of  the  druggist,  and  then 
gives  it  to  his  patient,  he  can  hold  the  house  that  he  buys  it  of 
responsible  for  it.  If  he  buys  it  of.  say  William  Jones,  then  William 
Jones  cannot  come  back  on  the  manufacturer;  William  Jones  is 
fined  himself. 

The  kind  of  drugs  that  savages  have  been  collecting  in  the  past 
they  cannot  collect  any  more,  and  you  gentlemen  are  going  to  pros- 
per by  it. 

I  shall  be  with  you  at  least  part  of  the  time  during  this  conven- 
tion, and  hope  to  participate  in  this  discussion. 

I  want  to  thank  you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  for  this  reception.

Vice-President  Watson  was  called  to  the  chair  and  Presi- 
denl  Shell  read  his  annual  address,  which  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

To  tin  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Lssoctotton, 
LadU  8  and  <;<  netlemt  n : 
I  assure  you  I  lake  pleasure  in  this  previously  planned  custom  of 
addressing  you,  and  do  s<>  with  words  of  greeting  and  a  prayer  of 
thanks  Cor  the  privilege  of  so  many  of  us  being  allowed  to  assemble 
together,  in  this  city  from  whom  we  received  a  bearty  imitation  and 
with  whom  we  are  meeting  a  hearty  welcome;  and.  although  it  has 
been  sixteen  years  since  we  met  here,  we  are  aol  strangers  nor  is 
Greensboro  a  stranger,  this  being  the  third  time  since  organization 
we  bave  me1  here,  and  1  hope  will  not  make  our  "stay  away"  so  long 
next  time,  as  I  deem  it  of  Importance  thai  we  meet  in  a  central  city 
every  few  years  rather  than  the  extreme  mountain  or  seashore  resort, 
as  we  will  then  begin  meeting  not  for  the  resort,  and  not  for  pleasure 
and  vacation,  although  we  can  combine  them,  hut   for  the  good  of 

the   \.   C.   I'.   A.,   and   when   that   day   comes,  or   if   this   is   the  start,   we 

will  go  on  record  a-  doing  something  for  the  elevation  of  pharmacy 
to  the  extent  of  making  a  profession  worthy  of  the  highest  considera- 
tion and  commendation.  1  can  heartily  say  1  am  glad  we  are  with 
the  people  of  Greensboro.     As  above  referred  to.   if  we  will  glance 

over    the   Constitution    and    By-Laws    we    may    see   some  of    the   duties 

of  the  President  is  to  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of 
i ho  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year  and  suggesl  such 
Subjects  for  its  benefits  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice,  and  I  wish 
to  emphasize  that  in  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  that  I 
make,  they  are  open  to  change  and  especially  open  for  discussion. 
as  the  President,  I  am  glad  to  say,  didn'1  have  the  whole  respon- 
sibility put    upon   him.   bin   suggests   rather  than  enforces.     I    trust 

each  member  feels  free  lo  have  a  voice  on  cadi  subject  introduced  and 
I  will  take  this  means  of  asking  that  we  discuss  these  or  any  thing 
else  that  may  come  up  in  a  businesslike  manner  and  in  order,  but 
not  too  basitly. 

I  hud  confronting  me  in  a  few  references  to  recent  statistics  some 
very  pessimistic  tacts,  although  i  am  far  from  a  pessimist,  but  as 
in  all  of  the  matters  I  relate  to  I  shall  try  and  be  brief  but  plain. 
if  i  were  to  make  the  statemenl  we  are  retrograding  rather  than 
advancing,  you  would  say  not  true,  but  Investigate  a  few  compara- 
iitemeiits    ten    and    fifteen    years    respectively.      I    do    not    make 
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further  comparisons  for  reason  of  time  it   would   take  to  read  and 
refer.

You  will  note  from  this  statement  that  the  statement  made  of  the 
meeting  fifteen  years  ago  is  the  better  of  the  three,  the  meeting  last 
year  being  slightly  better  in  some  respects  than  the  ten  year  ago 
meeting,  and  this  possibly  on  account  of  meeting  being  in  Charlotte 
or  a  central  city.  Doesn't  these  facts  look  as  though  we  are  not 
progressing  as  we  should?  Can  yon  attach  the  blame  to  any  cause? 
This  is  the  question  I  want  to  leave  open  to  you.  As  to  my  opinion, 
we  are  not  running  the  X.  C.  1'.  A.  on  the  strict  business  principle 
that  we  should,  and  that  is  necessary  for  our  material  advancement: 
and  to  make  plainer  to  you  this  fact.  I  will  ask  another  question:  If 
yon  were  running  the  Association  with  a  view  of  making  money  out 
of  its  advancement,  would  you  run  it  in  such  an  easy.  unbusineSS  like 
manner?  Now.  as  to  the  remedy,  it  seems  easy  to  name,  lack  of 
interest  by  the  majority  of  Registered  Pharmacists,  and  we  may  make 
it  nearer  home,  and  say  members  of  the  Association.  We  are  not  today 
receiving  the  recognition  in  North  Carolina  that  an  association  com- 
posed of  the  members,  and  should  be  members,  should.  We  are  not 
awake  to  the  importance  of  our  possibilities.  We  do  not  realize  that 
less  strong  and  far  less  important  unions  and  associations  are 
stronger  than  we.  and  this  is  through  perfected  organization  and 
union.  Now  a  pledge  -from  each  member,  a  boost,  not  a  knock,  a 
united  effort,  and  we  will  surprise  ourselves'. 

I  think  we  should  work  toward  the  organization  and  publication 
of  a  monthly  journal  as  organ  of  the  X.  C.  P.  A.,  to  better  keep  the 
Pharmacists  in  North  Carolina  in  touch  with  each  other,  with  the 
Association  and  its  workings,  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  its  actions. 
With  these  continuously  before  us  and  a  solicitor  or  secretary  also 
put  out  to  canvass  for  membership  to  the  Association  (the  first  mem- 
bership fees  will  more  than  pay  for  a  solicitor),  the  secretary  be 
selected  with  this  in  view  so  as  to  minimize  expenses,  also  to  thereby 
be  able  to  get  out  the  proceedings  within  at  least  four  weeks  after 
meeting.  Starting  on  a  small  scale  this  organ  would  be  self-supporting 
in  short  time,  and  we  have  material  enough  who  would  regularly 
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contribute  to  help  along  to  a  great  extent  In  another  strong  deficiency, 
that  of  lack  in  professionalism,  which  is  later  briefly  mentioned. 
Some  may  say  this  is  a  wild  scheme  without  any  thought  or  founda- 
tion; all  righl  in  theory,  but  doI  in  practice.  Do  other  associations 
ami  societies  bave  these  at  any  extra  expense?  No,  they  are  self- 
supporting.  Musi  we  continue  to  lag  along  behind?  Now,  in  justice 
to  our  Association  and  the  faithful  members,  l  would  not  pass  over 
without  sonic  commendation,  and  some  further  encouragemenl  Cor 
their  past  labors.  The  N.  C.  P.  A.  undoubtedly  have  had  enacted 
almost  the  exacl  laws  they  wanted;  they  have  kept  together  the  Board 
Of  Pharmacy,  and  I  will  also  say  this  Hoard  is  making  a  wide  reputa- 
tion as  to  its  standard,  and  they  will  continue  to  raise  it  rather  than 
lower  same,  'this  Association  has  accomplished  marvelous  results, 
and  the  criticisms  usually  come  from  non-attending  members  and 
those  who  arc  not  members;  so.  therefore.  I  am  not  criticising,  but 
wish  to  draw  out  the  members  on  the  things  as  I  see  they  are 
1 ded. 

I  recommend  that  we  incorporate  a  Travelling  Men's  Auxiliary 
t"  the  N.  C.  P.  A.,  the  object  of  which  would  he  to  promote  the 
interest  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  Travellers  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  and  that  they  may  cooperate  with  the  N.  C.  P.  A. 
in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmacy  Interests  in  general, 
and  that   they  may  feel   at   case  in  our  meetings. 

We  have  now  in  our  State  one  at  the  University  and  one  at 
Greensboro,  two  schools  of  Pharmacy,  who  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  this  work:  especially  are  they  helpful   to  thai  class  of  young 

men    wl ould    not    enter    some    of    the    larger    institutions,    hut 

through  the  training  here  make  very  helpful  and  efficient  men.  Both 
deserve  patronage  and  encouragement. 

In  the  long  run  there  is  no  difference,  bul  l  think  it  would  be 
wise  to  set  aside  an  annual  fund  for  legislative  work,  to  he  drawn 
from  by  the  Legislative  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Finance 
or  Auditing  Committee.  As  to  the  legislative  work  last  session,  as 
President,  1  wish  to  thank  this  committee  Cor  their  work  and  efforts, 
pari  Of  whom  guarded  the  i-xity  move  of  the  sessipn,  and  I  think 
gOl    through    every    change    advised    at    our    last    I ting.       I    will    not 

go  in'"  details  of  the  work  done,  as  it   would  he  reiterated  in  the 

ative  C mittee's   report,   which   will    he  made  later  by   the 

chairman. 

Then  there  is  the  Parcels  pest  hill  still  pending,  bul  until  there  is 
a  change  in  the  members  of  the  government's  legislative  body  1  do 
not  feel  uneasy,  but  we  should  remember  continuously  and  every 
chance  we  gel  to  suggesl  to  our  members  the  useless  and  injurious 
of  game.  I  would  advise  the  Association  to  continue  the 
agitation  of  a  prerequisite  law.  until  the  druggists  are  all  educated 
t,,  appreciate  the  necessity  of  same,  ami  then  gel  together  and  enact 
laws  Incorporating  same.    I  would  aol  advise  the  Immediate  enforce- 
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mem  of  same,  inn  that  ii  be  put  in  shape  to  go  im<>  effecl  when  the 
Association  and  Pharmacists  are  ready. 

I  would  further  advise  that  two  grades  of  licentiates  lie  put  into 
effect,  but  not  sooner  than  the  next  two  years,  thereby  giving  notice 
to  all  of  the  unregistered  and  ample  time  for  others  who  must  have 
assistants  to  take  place  of  their  unregistered  help. 

I  recommend  that  we  continue  our  affiliation  with  the  X.  A.  K.  I ». 
I  will  not  go  into  detail,  as  my  reasons  for  this  are  the  fact  we  have 
report  from  delegates,  and  we  also  have  further  the  honor  of  his 
presence  and  privilege  of  hearing  the  President  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D. 
talking  for  himself.  I  would  add  only  one  thing.  It  is  of  no  im- 
portance to  us  who  started  this  propaganda  work  or  when.  I  have 
seen  it  printed  that  it  was  started  by  the  A.  Ph.  A.  during  1885,  but 
it  is  important  that  we  should  keep  it  up  and  not  know  who  stopped 
it.  not  who  nor  when,  but  continuation. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  members,  whether  it  he  possible 
or  not  to  attend,  join  the  A.  Ph.  A.  The  reasons  for  this  are  too 
numerous  to  mention,  hut  I  will  mention  a  few:  First,  I  would 
emphasize  for  the  cultivation  of  professional  ethics,  to  get  a  broader 
view  of  pharmacists  throughout  the  United  States  for  the  general 
information  attainable  as  a  whole,  for  the  welfare  of  its  members 
and  fellow  pharmacists. 

The  expense  of  membership  cannot  hut  he  repaid  by  the  reading 
of  the  proceedings  of  each  year's  meeting.  The  discussions  and 
papers  read  originate  enough  ideas  to  pay  your  dues. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Secretary  write  the  Solicitor  of  each 
District  in  the  State  emphasizing  the  Drug  Vender's  law  and  asking 
the  strict  enforcement  of  same. 

I  have  appointed  a  committee  (who  1  feel  sure  can  he  of  service 
to  us  on  the  physician  and  pharmacist  question)  to  meet  with  the 
State  Medical  Society.  This  is  one  of  the  appointive  committees 
which  seems  to  have  been  overlooked  for  several  years,  and  one 
which  is  very  important,  as  1  view  their  close  relationship,  and. 
although  we  do  not  receive  the  recognition  due  us.  let:  our  efforts  be 
such  that  in  the  near  future  the  physicians  and  pharmacists  may 
say.  "We  are  glad  we  got  together."  Some  may  say  the  physician 
takes  advantage  of  us,  ignores  our  profession,  and  we  are  due  them 
no  courtesies.  My  bumble  opinion  is  that  it  is  financially  beneficial, 
gives  a  better  conception  of  our  ability,  and  is  more  pleasant  to 
mutually  work  in  harmony  with  the  physician.  Do  so  in  a  pro- 
fessional way.  yet  so  as  not  to  he  ignored.  As  with  a  customer,  so 
with  a  physician.  Unkindly,  discourteous  treatment  loses  a  cus- 
tomer, just  so  with  harsh  criticising  means  we  lose  a  physician;  and 
furthermore,  in  the  druggist-doctor,  who  fills  his  own  prescriptions, 
we  find  an  evil  that  cannot  be  killed  by  criticism,  as  criticism  and 
cooperation  will  not  work  together.  We  are  in  truth  dependent  on 
the  physician  for  our  husiness,  still  the  existence  on  the  high  plane 
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which  iiif  profession  of  medicine  stands  would  be  Impossible  without 
the  pharmacist  today,  a  clipping  from  the  "Medical  Consensus," 
published  in  Atlanta,  by  the  State  Board  Publishing  Company,  makes, 
the  mosl  open  statement  to  that  effect  I  have  noted.  A  few  para- 
graphs an-  as  follows:  "The  weakesl  pari  of  the  average  physician's 
medical  education  is  his  limited  knowledge  of  compatibility;"  "The 
practical  prescriptionist  l«  an  expert  at  compatibility.  He  usually 
knows  more  compatible  medicine  (not  therapeutics)  Limn  all  the 
physicians  in  his  town,  and  therefore  be  is  amply  able  to  give  as 
valuable  advice  in  drug  combinations,  etc.,  and  we  should  not  be 
ashamed  to  learn  from  him;"  "Let  us  not  make  the  mistake  of  think- 
_  that  we  will  injure  our  reputations  by  asking  advice  and  then 
exposing  our  Ignorance;  because  the  prescriptionist  is  already  aware 
of  Mm-  -in.rt  coming  along  this  line.  Pharmacists  derive  considera- 
ble amusement  from  the  prescriptions  of  some  of  the  medical 
fraternity;"  "Moreover,  frequent  consultation  with  the  prescrip- 
tionist  will  tend  to  establish  a  bond  of  friendship  and  mutual  esteem 
which   should   he  not  only   profitable,   but   pleasant   as   well." 

Although  some  of  the  medical   profession   are  not    awake  to  the  fa.-t 

that  the  pharmacist  is  a  help,  and  a  source  of  helpful  information  in 
regard  to  combining  mixtures,  there  arc  those  who  arc  and  those 
whom  we  can  work  together  with.  And  again  comes  the  question  hack 
to  us.  nave  we  kepi  our  profession  on  such  a  plane  as  to  receive  this 
recognition?  As  a  gentleman,  we  are  due  the  physician  honesty  in 
every  detail,  as  a  pharmacist  we  are  due  him  professional  courtesy, 
f.ul    we   arc  due   in    return,   and    should  demand,   the  same.      I    would 

es] iaily  recommend  that  every  pharmacist  do  his  utmost  to  bring 

about  a  pleasant  relationship  with  the  physicians  and  pharmacists 
in  his  town,  and  for  those  who  will  not  exchange  courtesies  I  cannot 
hut  feci  a  contempt,  and  feci  you  may  as  well  lei  them  go  their 
way.  But  try  always  to  make  yon-  physicians  your  professional 
friends,  treat  them  so.  and  expect  the  same:  hold  your  professional 
friendship  above  the  personal. 

a-  to  the  counter-prescrLbing  druggist,  I  feci  that  he  is  either  a 
'smart  Chap"  or  an  old  druggist  whom  the  people  term  as  "Doc,"  ami 
who  has  formed  tin-  hai.it.  unintentionally,  through  years  of  com- 
munication with  requests  for  a  dose  or  treatment  of  some  common 
ailment.  As  to  the  former  I  say.  young  man.  you  are  possibly  not 
as  -mart  in  others'  siu'ht  as  your  own.  and  the  latter  will  UOl  do 
enougb   harm   to  cause  much   breacb   between   pharmacist    and   phy- 

BiC  an. 

Bui  one  word  further,     if  conditions  in  your  town  bo  exlsl  as  not 

p.  he  able  to  receive  courteous  treal ul  from  your  physicians  from 

a   professional   standpoint,   bo  establish   your  prescription   trade   by 

your  reliability,  •-' I  name  and  reputation,  that   everj    physician  in 

your  town  win  recognize  you  as  a  competenl  prescriptionist,  and  we 
cm   make  friends   with   the   physicians   from   everj    viewpoint.     We 
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are  then  only  giving  the  people  and  the  physicians  what   they  are 

entitled  to.  the  best  we  can  do,  and  I  believe,  credil  and  honor  will 
lie  the  reward,  and  later  mutual  reciprocity. 

1  do  not  consider  it  wise  policy  for  us  to  combine  and  heroine 
parties  to  a  buying  syndicate.     I  believe  we  Deed  the  wholesale  drug 

houses,  and  that  they  are  just  as  essential  for  our  well-being  as  we 
are  for  theirs.  They  carry  our  reseve  fund,  and  the  discount  we  get 
from  joint  buying  they  get  for  carrying  this  reserve  stock,  hut  when 
we  get  more  than  we  need,  larger  than  we  need,  then  our  carrying 
stock  helps  to  equalize  cost,  sometimes  overruns  our  extra  discounts. 

I  recommend  the  election  of  a  Finance  Committee,  to  take  the 
place  of  Auditing  Committee,  and  to  pass  on  all  accounts  of  money 
paid  out  by  the  Association. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the 
successful  work,  the  high  standard  they  are  making  and  the  faithful- 
ness to  their  duty.  We  are  due  them,  not  only  a  vote  of  thanks 
for  their  hard  work  without  sufficient  remuneration,  hut  a  vote  of 
approval  for  their  work,  by  the  Association.  .My  only  suggestion  as 
to  deficiency  in  their  mode  of  examination  is,  there  should  be  a  little 
more  direct  personal  or  practical  work  exemplified.  This  would  take 
more  time,  hut  as  I  see  it.  when  we  do  this,  we  are  only  paying  Cor 
what  we  would  he  amply  repaid  for.  One  examination  is  only  in- 
tended for  one  time  and  the  Examining  Hoard  should  he  amply  paid 
and  put  all  the  time  they  see  necessary. 

Although  I  heartily  approve  of  the  wholesale  druggists  being  mem- 
bers of  the  X.  C.  P.  A.  and  have  great  respect  for  them  and  a  per- 
sonal feeling.  I  do  not  countenance  the  rivalry  that  sometimes  exists 
or  arises  between  the  wholesale  and  retail  druggist,  and  trust  our 
Association  may  guard  against  this,  and  as  in  the  past,  work 
together  toward  our  mutual  benefits  and  pharmaceutical  progression. 
When  the  Association  sets  from  under  the  control  of  the  retail 
pharmacists  interest  will  be  lost. 

One  other  subject  I  suggest  is.  that  we  make  a  special  effort  to 
have  each  year  and  give  a  special  session  to.  is  on  strictly  pro- 
fessional and  scientific  papers.  Some  may  say  "We  hear  too  much 
about  professional  pharmacy;  it  doesn't  amount  to  anything  any 
longer."  when  in  reality  these  are  the  things  we  need  to  discuss  at 
our  meeting,  as  we  can  gain  something  substantial  thereby.  Had 
you  thought  of  the  fact — you  can  stay  at  home  and  learn  all  the  com- 
mercial pharmacy  you  want  from  the  journals,  the  business  maga- 
zines and  such  papers,  and  furthermore,  you  can  put  all  of  these 
into  practice  and  it  can  all  be  legislated  away?  We  must  not  aeg- 
lect  the  business  side  of  life,  but  when  we  drop  the  professional  and 
scientific  pharmacy  we  allow  the  trend  of  the  Association  to  run 
backward.  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  he  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  and  recommend  the  advisability  of  our  Asso- 
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elation  becoming  a  member  of  the  National  Association  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

The  anti-cocaine  and  anti-opium  crusade  Is  getting  to  be  more 
and  more  enforced  each  day.  Last  fall  there  was  a  case  of  cocaine 
salt-  before  the  Recorder  in  Charlotte,  which  caused  an  editorial  of 
aims.'  of  the  Pharmacy  Law:  another  article  written  by  a  minister 
making  the  accusation  that  there  had  been  a  cocaine  and  morphine 
law  passed  in  such  a  way,  and  to  veil  the  eyes  of  the  legislators  and 
give  druggists  right  to  sell  all  they  wanted,  to  whom  they  wanted. 
Such  was  tlie  case  as  to  the  sale,  hut  that  law  has  been  changed, 
and  in  the  future  we  should  not  leave  such  a  loop-hole  for  abuse. 
1  saw  further  statement  that  a  uegro  from  Greensboro  was  smug- 
gling cocaine  into  Norfolk:  this  being  clipped  from  a  Norfolk  paper, 
and  suggesting  that  North  Carolina  pass  a  cocaine  law  similar  to  the 
Virginia  law.  I  think  the  same  rule  applies  to  cocaine  as  to  liquor. 
Very  few.  if  any.  sell  either  as  a  matter  of  henetit  to  their  customers. 
Some  say  they  handle  liquor  because  our  customers  need  it.  and  want 
ns  to  handle  it.  because  it  is  a  henetit  to  customers  and  has  no  good 
substitute;  others  because  it  helps  our  trade  from  a  financial  stand- 
point. Now  we  are  not  all  so  rich  that  we  sell  liquor  without  making 
money  on  it.  If  there  he  a  law  enacted  wheivhy  we  could  not  make 
as  much  on  the  sale  as  taxes  amount  to.  you  will  find  a  good  number 
of  hypocrites  when  the  liquor  sale  doesn't  pay.  Then  there  will  be 
no  kick  as  to  ways  and  means  of  a  restricted  sale.  Our  love  for  the 
public  is  not  so  warm  when  there  is  qo  compensation.  Where  we  can 
ae  good  reason  for  sale  of  either,  promiscuously,  we  can  give 
three  againsl  it.  Even  the  drinker  will  apply  thai  degrading  epithet. 
"Whiskey  Drug  Store."  to  the  store  who  sells  whiskey.  In  connection 
with  the  liquor  problem,  I  would  advise  that  Section  17.  in  the  re- 
vision to  Pharmacy  Law.  he  looked  carefully  into  and  each  party  who 
-  addicted  to  drink  in  manner  referred  lo.  he  dealt  with  accord- 
iii::    to    s; :    and    necessarily    in    addition    to    this    thai    his    name    he 

dropped  from  the  Association.  .Inst  as  a  few  people  were  termed 
cranks  some  few  years  ago,  upon  their  stand  upon  prohibition,  just 
bo  are  there  those  termed  cranks  today.  .\s  to  Sunday  closing,  you 
may  say  that   i  am  surprised  at  the  change  in  prohibition,     in  ■■<  few 

years  yOU   can   say   the  same   for   Sunday  dosing  :   where   it    has   looked 

impossible  they   are  now  closing,     it    Is  dim  yourself,  your   family 

and   your   Creator   that    you    stop    Siindnv    trade   with    tl SCeption   of 

prescription.     The  sooner  we  do   this,   the  - ier   we  arise   in   the 

estimation  of  the  people,  other  states  are  doing  this  in  sections. 
Where  does  North  I  !arolina  stand? 

i  suggest  that  we  give  pin  of.  or  one  entire  Besslon  a-  a  memorial 
i,  besides  giving  space  in  the  proceedings  to  the  list  of  de- 
ceased members  during  year. 

We  are  entitled   to  a   delgatlon   to  the   meeting  of  Committee  on 
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Revision  of  the  r.  S.  P.  next  year,  1910,  and  I  would  like  a  discussion 
of  this  delegation,  and  mode  of  selection,  either  appointed  or  elected. 
Now.  gentlemen  of  bhe  Association.  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the 
honor  you  have  given  me,  as  your  President.  If  I  have  done  any- 
thing for  the  good  of  the  Association,  and  I  trust  1  have,  it  lias  only 
been  my  duty  fulfilled  in  payment  of  honor  bestowed  upon  me. 

I  appreciate  fully  the  cooperation  of  so  many  of  you— your  sug- 
gestions and  your  service,  if  I  have  not  fulfilled  the  place  of  a 
President,  with  unfearing  energy  and  enforcement,  as  to  my  duties, 
ir  was  a  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  my  duty.

His  happy  dis- 
position carries  with  it  a  most  helpful  influence;  his  ability  and 
reputation  raises  our  Association  in  the  eyes  of  the  public;  his 
suggestions  render  inspiration  for  higher  things  in  Pharmacy:  his 
authority  on  important  matters  stand  unimpeached,  and  gives  our 
Association  the  name  of  being  progressive  and  elevating.

I  thank  Dr.  Rushy  and  will  ever  retain  a 
tender  feeling  for  his  helping  me  at  this  meeting  by   his  attendance.

The  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

Instead  of  an  address  as  was  booked,  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Elkin, 
of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  President  of  the  Xational  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists,  who  was  unable  to  be  present,  Mr.  Hancock, 
Chairman  of  the  Legislation  Committee,  made  his  report,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  LEGISLATION'. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  entrusted  all  legislation  coming  up 
before  the  last  General  Assembly,  affecting  the  interest  of  pharmacy, 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 
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We  assure  you  thai  it  was  with  a  feeling  of  greal  relief  that  we 
realized  thai  the  Legislature  of  1909  had  adjourned  and  our  Pharmacy 
Law  had  escaped  all  amendments  or  changes.  We  were  fearful  on 
several  occasions  thai  there  was  a  disposition  on  the  pari  of  some 
of  the  members  to  make  changes  which,  if  made,  would  have  proven 
very  detrimental.  We  were  ou  the  lookout  all  the  time,  and.  when- 
ever necessary,  were  at  Raleigh  to  investigate  carefully  every  bill  that 
mighl  affect  our  interest. 

The  tirst  bill  Introduced  was  one  to  put  a  privilege  tax  of  $5.00 
each,  Slate  and  county,  upon  all  dealers  in  soft  drinks.  To  make  the 
bill  popular  the  introducer  Incorporated  in  said  bill  thai  the  revenue 
derived  therefrom  should  '_ro  to  the  public  schools.  The  chairman  of 
your  committee  appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Education,  t<> 
whom  this  hill  was  referred,  and  succeeded  in  getting  an  unfavorable 
report,  lie  afterwards  had  it  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
thinking  he  could  gel   it   into  the  Revenue  Act,  but,  after  strenuous 

efforts   through   several    weeks,    we  defeated    it. 

There  were  two  changes  made  iii  the  A.nti-NarC0tic  Law.  The  pro- 
vision allowing  the  retail  druggist  to  sell  the  narcotic  drugs  men- 
tioned in  the  old  act  to  habitues,  personally  known  as  such  to  the 
seller,  was  stricken  out.  So.  under  the  present  law.  he  cannot  sell 
these  drugs  except    upon   ] irescri] >t i< ms  of   licensed   physicians. 

The  clause  prescribing  the  penalty  for  the  first,  second  and  third 
violations  of  this  law  was  also  stricken  out.  and  in  the  law  as 
amended,  every  violation  upon  conviction  is  a  misdemeanor,  and  the 
tine  or  imprisonment  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Your  committee   had   a    hill    introduced    in    the    Bouse,    as    requested 

by  the  Association  at  their  last  o ting,  asking  that  the  Anti-Narcotic 

Law  he  only  amended  to  prevent  the  retail  druggists  from  selling 
cocaine  to  habitues  personally  known  as  such  to  the  seller.  This 
hill  was  referred  to  tin-  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  we  gol  a 
favorable  report  upon  the  same,  bul  before  the  hill  passed  the  Souse, 
Senator  Kluttz,  of  Rowan  county,  had  introduced  in  the  Senate  a  hill 
which  he  gol  passed,  striking  out  the  entire  provision  in  the  1907 
act,  allowing  retail  druggists  to  sell  narcotic  drugs  to  habitues. 
when  this  hill  reached  the  House,  Senator  Kluttz  appeared  before 
the  committee   to   which   it    was   referred   and   made  a   strong  plea    for 

it,    insisting   that,   for   the  •_- i   of   the  public,   these   habit-forming 

drugs  oughl    noi    to  !»•  sold  excepl    upon   prescriptions,  stating  that 

i  of  the  solicitors  had  said  it  was  Impossible  to  convict  anyone 

tor  violating  tin-  act   unless  this  provision   was  stricken  out.     The 

chairman  of  your  c oittee  also  appeared  before  the  committee  at 

the  same  time  thai   Senator  Kluttz  did.  opposing  his  hill,  excepl   in 

v,,    far    as   cocaine    was    concerned.      The    House,    however,    passed    tlie 

■  •  hill  as  introduced  bj   Senator  Kluttz.  amending  the  1907  act. 
and  it  became  a  law. 
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•Several  bills  were  Introduced,  excepting  several  counties  from 
■the  provisions  of  the  bill  so  far  as  the  sale  of  laudanum  by  the 
general  dealer  was  concerned,  all  of  which  were  defeated. 

As  the  Association  requested,  an  act  was  passed  preventing  the  dis- 
tribution Of  samples  of  patent  medicines  from  bouse  to  house,  unless 
the  samples  be  handed  to  an  adult  person.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  N.  A.  R.  D.  MEETING. 

.1//-.  President  ami  Members  of  the  North   Carolina  Pharmaceutical 

Association: 

Before  I  enter  the  details  of  my  report,  I  wish  to  say  that  if  there 
is  any  member  of  this  Association  who  has  never  attended  a  meeting 
of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  there  is  still  some- 
thing in  life  for  you  to  live  for  and  look  forward  to.  and  this  fall 
the  meeting  will  be  held  in  Louisville.  Ky.  If  possible  you  should 
attend  this  meeting;  you  will  never  regret  the  money  and  time  spent 
for  the  experience. 

Having  been  appointed  by  President  Shell  as  delegate  to  attend  the 
Tenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Drug- 
gists, which  was  held  in  the  Royal  Palace  Hotel.  Atlantic  City.  N.  J.. 
it  was  a  great  privilege,  as  well  as  a  pleasure,  for  Messrs  Zoeller, 
Raysor  and  myself  to  attend  during  the  week  of  September  14.  1908. 
I  was  made  chairman  of  the  delegation,  therefore  I  will  give  the 
report  of  the  delegation  just  as  it  appeared  to  me.  It  was  my  desire, 
while  there,  to  see  everything  and  hear  everything  I  could  in  regard  i<> 
the  work  and  results  accomplished  by  this  organization,  in  order  that 
I   might  make  an   intelligent  report. 

The  convention  was  comjiosed  of  delegates  from  the  local,  district 
and  State  Associations  of  Druggists,  affiliated  with  the  national  body. 
and  of  delegates  from  the  Woman's  Order  of  the  X.  A.  R.  1»..  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association,  the  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
Faculties,  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  and  t In- 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association.  These  delegates  having  been  duly 
elected  by  their  respective  organizations  were  tendered  the  courtesies 
of  the  floor  and  all  responded  and  pledged  their  supporl  and  good 
wishes  of  their  respective  Associations  to  the  good  work  of  the 
N.    A.    R.  D. 
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The  National  Association  has  affiliated  with  it  about  1. 100  branch 
Associations  and  a  large  Dumber  of  them  were  represented  by  one  or 
more  delegates,  ami  every  one  seemed  bent  upon  legislating  with  such 
wisdom,  tar  sightedness  and  loyalty  t.»  pharmacy's  highest  interests 
as  would  place  the  movement,  which  tin-  X.  A.  R.  D.  represents,  on  a 
distinctly  higher  plain,  ethically,  professionally,  commercially  and 
financially,  and  probably  no  N.  A.  R.  D.  Convention  in  history  has 
done  better  work  in  broadening  and  strengthening  the  foundations 
of  the  druggists'  greal  National  Commercial  Organization  thau  the 
last  on,-.  It  is  certain  that  no  national  convention  in  the  retail  drug 
trade  ever  measured  up  to  the  popular  demands  in  point  of  what 
was  expected  of  it  in  a  larger  degree  than  this  one.  and  it  is  probable 
that  fewer  delegates  ami  visitors  returned  to  their  homes  from  the 
convention  city  disappointed  over  the  outcome  than  was  the  case  in 
respect  to  any  former  meeting.  The  achievements  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D. 
are  solid  facts  in  the  trade  history  of  the  United  states.  The  value 
of  its  ten  years'  labor  has  been  testified  by  friend  and  foe — court 
records  being  adorned  with  statements  of  results  accomplished,  put 
then-  by  enemies,  which  speak  louder  and  more  eloquent  than  the 
eulogies  of  friends. 

Perhaps  there  never  was  a  year  in  which  the  pre-convention  dis- 
CUSSion  of  issues  had  hecn  more  widespread  and  interesting  than  the 
one  we  attended.  Some  practical  suggestions  had  been  offered  and 
some  visionary  ones  had  found  expression,  the  purpose  <>f  all  being  to 
place  our  beloved  organization  abreast  of  the  times  and  in  a  better 
position  to  carry  out  its  greal  mission  of  making  pharmacy  an  honored 
ami  remunerative  calling.  Delegates  to  the  convention  separated  the 
chaff  from  the  wheat,  and  now  the  profession  over  the  country  is 
gathering  in  the  golden  grain  as  a  result. 

The  Atlantic  City  meeting  was  no*  as  largely  attended.  1  was  told, 
as  former  meetings,  but  being  the  first  national  meeting  I  ever  at- 
tended, it  was  by  far  the  biggest  meeting  of  druggists  I  ever  saw. 
and  naturally  thought  it  was  the  biggest  meeting  of  the  kind  in  the 
world.  It  was  indeed  a  greal  pleasure  to  be  thrown  In  contact  with, 
and  coming  face  to  face  with,  such  men  in  the  profession  as  President 
W.  s.  Elkin,  Secretary  T.  n.  Potts,  s.  x.  Jones,  the  veteran  executive 
committeeman,  Thos.  V.  Wooten,  the  one  man  who  has  ever  been 
at  the  throttle  of  our  greal  national  organization  and  who  has  run 

it  BUCCeesfully,  ('has.  F.  Mann.  \V.  S.  Anderson.  Prof.  Joseph  P.  Rem- 
ington, and  scores  of  others  of  equal  note.  There  were  in  round 
numbers  about  1,000  druggists  present.  Every  one  could  feel  It  in 
the  very  air  thai  deep  interest  was  being  taken  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Association  and  thai  something  was  going  to  be  done. 

The    tirst    session    was    held    .Monday    night,    September    14,    and    was 

devoted  to  addressee  of  welcome  from  the  differenl  branches  of  the 

drug   business,   and    at    om-e   all    fell    that    they    were   in    Die   hands   of 
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friends  and  that  the  entertainment  there  would  be  royal.  The 
replies  to  the  welcoming  addresses  were  eloquent  and  greatly  enjoyed. 

This  soon  over  the  Association  was  soon  down  to  business  and  there 
was  no  let  up  or  lack  of  interest  until  tbe  close  of  the  final  meeting. 

The  address  of  President  Potts  was  masterful — the  general  char- 
acter of  it  may  be  gleaned  from  the  subjects  discussed  as  indicated 

by  the  following  sub-beads:  "Tbe  Year's  Activities, Hie  Individual 

Membership  Idea,"  "Food  and  Drug  Commissions  Should  Contain 
Pharmacists,"  "Legislation,"  "Difficulties  to  Overcome,"  "Tbe  Sher- 
man Anti-Trust  Law,"  "Litigation,"  "Kelations  with  Pharmaceutical 
Educators,"  "U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  Propaganda,"  "Our  Attitude  Toward 
Liquor  Selling  by  Druggists,"  "Price  Protection,"  "Mail  Order  Com- 
petition," "Telephones  in  Drug  Stores,"  "California  Relief  Fund," 
••Sunday  and  Early  Closing,"  "Tbe  Retirement  of  Our  Secretary," 
"Future  of  tbe  N.  A.  R.  D."  and  "Tbe  Druggist's  Education  in  Fra- 
ternity." A  printed  copy  of  this  excellent  address  will  be  sent  any 
reader  of  "Notes"  on  request.  It  is  a  meaty,  inspiring  document,  and 
was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  delegates,  who  paid  close  atten- 
tion while  it  was  being  read. 

Tbe  reports  of  the  officers  and  the  various  standing  committees 
evinced  a  care  in  preparation,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  progress  of 
drag  trade  interests  throughout  the  country,  .possibly  not  equalled, 
for  its  thorough  grasp  of  organized  work,  at  any  time  in  the  past. 
While  the  Secretary's  report  indicated  some  slight  defections  in  mem- 
bership, the  financial  status  of  the  Association  was  shown  to  be 
better  than  a  year  before,  and  the  outlook  was  pronounced  by  that 
officer  to  be  most  encouraging.  The  number  of  organizers  in  the 
field,  while  smaller  perhaps  than  at  any  time  in  the  past  two  years, 
are  covering  the  teritory  to  advantage,  and  the  organization  depart- 
ment is  being  conducted  with  greater  efficiency  and  economy  than 
preceding  reports  indicate. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  treated  exhaustively  of  the 
present  status  of  the  Association's  activities,  and  also  called  attention 
to  the  needs  of  the  body  in  the  near  future.  It  has  been  found  that 
the  drug  trade,  realizing  the  benefits  of  local  as  well  as  national 
organization,  are  maintaining  those  advantages  gained  through  the 
prosecution  of  the  past  policies  of  the  national  body,  and  the  spirit 
of  active  cooperation  with  the  efforts  of  the  national  officers  was 
never  more  earnest  than  it  appears  to  be  today. 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
a  demand  for  an  investigation  by  a  special  committee  of  comments 
by  certain  persons  appearing  in  the  pharmaceutical  journals,  which 
reflected  upon  the  integrity  of  the  National  Secretary  and  other 
officers  of  the  Association.  I  was  appointed  a  member  of  this  com- 
mittee. The  report  of  this  committee  was  as  follows:  "After  thor- 
oughly probing  the  matter  the  committee  reported  the  statements 
were  'unfounded  in  fact  and  truth  and  that  the  writer  of  the  articles 
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in  ih>  way  Intended  t"  reflect  upon  the  character,  honesty  <>r  In- 
tegrity of  any  officer  of  the  Association."' 

Now  I  shall  tell  you  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible  JUSI  what 
Hi.-  convention  did.  The  v.  s.  P.  and  N.  P.  Propaganda  work  was 
made  the  strong  feature  of  the  convention's  program  and  every  effort 
will  be  put  forth  to  make  the  retail  business  pay  better  from  this 
standpoint.  If  a  druggist  has  a  good  prescription  business  the 
Propaganda  will  make  it  more  profitable  to  him.  If  he  has  a  poor 
prescription  business  or  none  at  all.  the  Propaganda  will  be  employed 
to  change  tliis  condition,  so  that  he  may  have  his  share  of  nul  drug 
business.  To  ibis  end  a  department  of  U.  S.  P.  and  X.  F.  Propaganda 
was  created  and  will  be  conducted  in  a  similar  manner  to  those  of 
the  Organization,  Publicity  and  Legal  Departments,  now  connected 
with  national  headquarters.  Through  the  work  of  this  now  depart- 
ment every  member  of  the  X.  A.  Et.  I »..  no  matter  how  he  may  be 
situated,  is  going  to  be  benefited,  if  be  does  his  part. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  tb..  convention  reported  in  favor  of 
"Greater  Notes"  and  the  convention  accepted  the  report  by  unani- 
mous vote.  This  means  that  our  oiiieia]  publication  is  to  be  enlarged 
and  made  more  helpful  to  members  of  the  x.  A.  R.  ]>..  and  combining 
the  Association  dues  and  the  subscription  price  of  "Notes,"  the 
larger  and  more  complete  journal  will  be  supplied  to  members  with- 
out any  increase  in  price.  "Notes"  has  been  authorized  to  accept  a 
selected  line  of  advertising,  the  profits  from  which  will  be  used  to 
supplement  the  dues  in  paying  for  better  propaganda  work,  better 
prici — protective  work,  a  better  journal,  in  fact,  better  service  in 
every  direction.  The  X.  A.  R.  I>..  in  taking  this  new  departure,  simply 
decided  to  proli;  by  the  experience  of  ot  her  National  Associations, 
which  have  successfully  augmented  their  income  from  dims  by  legiti- 
mate publishing  profits  gained  from  wise  management  of  their  offi- 
cial organ,  thereby  improving  the  value  of  the  service  they  are  able 
to  give  their  members.  Another  accomplishment  was  the  proposed 
telephone  bureau  to  be  established  in  Washington,  I ».  •'..  to  have 
charge  of  public  telephones  in  drugstores;  to  establish  or  install  slot 

ph -s  and  pay  commissions  to  the  drug  -tores  and  work  mutually 

for  each  other's  benefit.  Another  important  feature  of  the  conven- 
tion's work  was  the  plans  outlined  for  legislative  work  and  just 
here    I    may   say   that    PreSidenl    Elkin    has   appointed    me  a    member  of 

this  committee.  This  committee  roted  that  the  \.  a.  i:.  i».  should 
.-.mrMiue  its  systematic  efforts  in  obtaining  suitable  national  legisla- 
tion and  in  opposing  measures  inimical  to  the  drug  trade.  Support 
will  continue  to  be  given  the  Patenl  Reform  bill:  an  attempt  will  be 

made  to  Becure  the  enact nt  of  the  Interstate  anti-narcotic  measure 

drafted  by  the  x.  a.  rt.  i».    Determined  efforts  will  be  put  forth  ae 
heretofore  to  have  the  Sherman  Anti  Trust   Law  amended;  and  op- 
on  will  be  hurled  against  every  scheme  on  the  pari  of  the  Mail 
<  >rder  i see  to  a  Parcel  Post  measure. 
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One  amendment  to  the  constitution  was  proposed  as  follows:  "No 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  office  of  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer  or  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this 
Association  who  is  an  officer  or  employee  in  connection  wiih  any 
firm,  corporation  or  association  where  his  official  connection  with  this 
Association  could,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  bring  him  pecuniary 
benefits." 

The  above  proposed  amendment  was  the  outcome  of  the  greal 
political  tight  for  control  of  the  Association.  The  fight  was  over  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  coming  year.  There  were  two  tickets  in 
the  held  :  one  represented  the  conservative  element,  which  has  here  0- 
fore  always  been  in  the  saddle,  and  the  other  was  a  slate  formed  by 
the  American  Druggists'  Syndicate.  The  A.  D.  S.  had  held  its  an- 
nual meeting  in  New  York  City  the  week  before,  had  such  of  its 
members  as  were  delegates  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  down  to  Atlantic  City 
by  special  train,  and  as  soon  as  they  reached  Atlantic  City  they 
began  holding  caucuses,  agreed  on  a  full  list  of  nominees  and  de- 
veloped such  strength  that  their  whole  slate  was  ratified  by  the 
regularly  selected  Nominating  Committee  of  the  convention  by  a 
majority  of  19  to  6.  I  am  proud  to  say  I  was  one  of  the  six  who 
voted  against  the  A.  D.  S.  and  one  to  tell  the  news  of  the  A.  I).  S.'s 
action  to  Messrs.  Potts.  Wooten  and  Jones.  Immediately  the  "Old 
Guard,"  as  they  are  called,  assembled  all  their  forces  and  determined 
they  would  retain  their  control  of  the  Association,  and  decided  upon 
a  list  of  names,  'which  was  afterwards  laid  before  the  convention,  as 
a  substitute  for  the  committee's  report.  The  issue  was  sharply 
drawn.  It  took  exactly  three  hours  and  a  half  of  argument,  of 
voting,  of  jockeying  for  position,  of  contest  and  struggle  of  one  kind 
and  another  before  the  issue  was  finally  determined.  When  the 
smoke  of  battle  finally  cleared  away,  and  the  convention  had  regis- 
tered its  vote,  it  -was  discovered  that  the  conservatives  had  won. 
and  the  A.  D.  S.  ticket  lost  by  a  narrow  margin  of  about  fourteen 
votes.  Although  the  contest  was  a  bitter  one.  and  although  both 
factions  fought  strenuously  for  every  advantage,  the  struggle  ended 
with  what,  under  the  circumstances,  was  a  gratifying  freedom  from 
discord.  The  opinion  was  freely  expressed  in  the  lobbies  that  the 
battle  had  cleared  the  atmosphere  and  that,  paradoxical  as  it  may 
sound,  the  Association  was  never  so  united  in  spirit  and  so  de- 
termined to  make  a  strong  future  for  itself. 

Of  deep  interest  throughout  the  week  was  the  voluntary  retiremenl 
from  office  of  Mr.  Wooten  and  Mr.  Jones.  Both  had  been  instru- 
mental in  founding  the  organization  ten  years  ago;  both  had  been 
in  active  service  ever  since,  and  had  endeared  themselves  to  the 
druggists  of  the  country.  Several  times  during  the  week  the  names  of 
the  two  men  were  greeted  by  tumultuous  cheering  and  applause. 
The  nomination  of  Mr.   Potts  to  succeed   Mi-.    Wooten  as   Secretary 
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met  with  orach  enthusiasm  and  the  final  announcement  of  bis  elec- 
tion brought  forth  a  demonstration  which  made  the  hall  shake  Mr. 
Jones  le  succeeded  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  by  Mr. 

•  'has.  F.  Mann,  of  Detroit,  a  pillar  of  integrity  and  honor,  and  one 
of  the  most  popular  men  in  the  Association. 

Now  jusl  a  word  about  the  exhibits.  All  the  available  space  was 
taken  up  by  manufactures  of  drug  store  equipments  and  necessities, 
and  the  displays  were  beautiful  and  were  greatly  appreciated.  By 
selling  this  space  to  the  advertisers  a  large  amounl  was  secured  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  meeting.  The  entertainments  pro vidied  for  the 
delegates  were  well  planned  and  greatly  enjoyed.  The  Atlantic  City 
druggists  di<l  all  in  their  power  to  make  every  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation have  a  good  time. 

Jus1  a  lew  words  more  in  conclusion.  We  need  a  strong  national 
Organization    for   many    reasons.      With    the   active   support   of  even   a 

g 1    working   minority   of   the   druggists   of   the   country   and   tbe 

prompt  receipt  of  their  dues.  Hie  N.  A.  K.  1 ».  could  have  worked  with 
an  eye  single  to  the  best  interests  of  retail  druggists,  it  could  have 
used  enougb  "moral  suasion"  to  compel  proprietors  to  maintain  tbe 
retail  prices  of  their  goods  and  tix  wholesale  prices  not  exceeding 
••two.  tour  and  eigbt ;"  it  could  have  brought  such  pressure  to  bear 
on  Congress  thai  our  patenl  reform  would  now  be  in  tbe  shape  of 
acts  on  tbe  statute  books  instead  of  in  the  shape  of  bills,  which 
have  been  pending  and  amending  for  several  years;  it  could  bare 
settled  many  of  tbe  perplexing  questions  growing  out  of  tbe  tele- 
phone, postage  and  trading  stamps,  "shorter  hours"  and  Sunday 
closing,  substitution,  counter-prescritoing,  and  dispensing  by  phy- 
sicians; it  could  have  put  an  end  to  unfair  treatment  of  druggists 
by  the  newspapers:  it  could  have  done  much  to  bring  about  "reci- 
procity" between  boards  of  pharmacy;  it  could  have  helped  i<> 
improve  tbe  rank  and  pay  of  pharmacists  in  tbe  employ  of  tbe 
United  states;  it  could  bav< — but  there  is  hardly  any  end  to  tbe 
ihinu's  justified  have  accomplished.  It  has  done  many  things  and 
done  much  toward  the  accomplishment  of  a  considerable  number 
of  other  things,  ii  has  lifted  many  druggists  out  of  their  proverbial 
narrowness  and  shown  them  some  of  tbe  advantages  of  taking  a 
broader  and  more  brotherly  view  -this  alone  having  .justified  the 
expenditure  of  the  time,  efforl  and  money  which  it  has  cost.  But 
what    it    has  done   is  as   "a   drop   in   the  bucket"  compared   with   what 

it  mighl  have  done  with  proper  support— numerical,  financial,  moral. 

lour  committee  is  proud  to  state  that  the  X.  A.  Et.  I>.  is  now  on 
a    firmer    foundation    than    ever    before    and    is    growing    every    day    in 

greater  usefulness,  therefore  we  recommend  a  continued  affiliation 
with  our  beloved  National  Association.

Reporl  of  Prof.  E.  V.  Unwell.  Delegate  to  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  was  very  interesting  and  enter- 
taining, and  his  reporl   follows: 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  AMERICAN   PHARMACEUTI- 
CAL ASSOCIATION. 

four  delegate  to  the  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Sleeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  at  1 1 * » t  Springs,  Ark..  September  7.  1908, 
makes  the  following  reporl  : 

The  attendance  was  no1  so  large  as  al  some  of  the  meetings  in 
larger  and  mure  accessible  places.  The  first  general  session  was 
called  to  order  at  3:30  p.  m.,  by  Presidenl  W.  M.  Searby,  of  San 
Francisco.  Mr.  Martin  A.  Eisle,  of  Hoi  Springs,  Local  Secretary, 
introduced  the  Bonorable  W.  II.  Martin.  of  the  local  bar,  who,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  delivered  the  Address  of  Welcome.  Mr. 
F.  <;.  Schachleiter,  of  Ho1  Springs,  Presidenl  of  the  Arkansas  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  welcomed  the  guests  In  behalf  of  his  Asso- 
ciation. Mr.  II.  P.  Hynson,  of  Baltimore,  responded  to  the  address 
of  Mr.  Martin,  and  Mr.  C.  S.  N.  Hallberg,  of  Chicago,  responded  to 
Mr.  Schachleiter's  address.  .Miss  Mary  A.  Fein,  Secretary  of  the 
Arkansas  Pharmaceutical  Association,  was  Introduced  by  Secretary 
Eisle,   and   presented   the   Presidenl    with   a   bunch  of  roses. 

The  Presidenl  announced  Mr.  Alrik  Hammar  as  the  accredited 
representative  of  the  United  states  Navy  (was  on  the  Olympia  with 

Dewey  at   Manila   Bay),     lie  spoke  of  the  g l  work  at   the  Naval 

Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Newport  Lyon,  Colo.,  by  the  Injection 
of  mercury,  also  of  the  interesl  of  the  Surgeon-General  in  the  ad- 
vance of  pharmacists  by  securing  for  them  the  grade  of  Chief  Phar- 
macist, and  of  bow  be  bad  finally  succeeded  In  getting  for  hospital 
stewards  an  increase  of  compensation.  He  stated  that  the  Bureau 
of  Medicine  ami  Surgery  has  given  official  recognition  to  tin"  pro- 
fession of  Pharmacy  bj  publishing  in  the  official  Naval  Bulletin  a 
Beotion  <»n  the  progress  of  Pharmacj  ami  Chemistry,  written  Jointly 
by  a  member  of  the  medical  corps  ami  a  pharmacist 

In  the  hospital  corps  of  the  Navy,  he  Btated  that  there  were  s 

twenty  five  pharmacists  with  the  rank  of  warrant  officers,  ami  from 
two  hundred  ami  fifty  to  two  hundred  ami  seventy  hospital  stewards 
with  the  rank  of  chief  petty  officers,  with  the  necessary  hospital 
apprentices   for   that    corps. 
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Mr.  A.  M.  Roehrig,  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Marine  Hos- 
pital Service,  stationed  al  Staten  island,  N.  v..  addressed  the  A.sso 
ciation. 

ciation,  as  he  said,  for  the  seventh  time,  as  the  representative  of  thai 
branch  of  the  governmenl  service.  He  broughl  messages  of  greet- 
ing and  good  will  from  Surgeon-Genera]  Wyman,  mentioned  the 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  of  the  public  health  service  established  in 
New  Mexico  in  1898,  an  institution  treating  some  three  hundred 
patients,  and  the  establishment  of  a  leppers'  colony,  or  hospital.  In 
the  colony  of  Hawaii.  Bnely  equipped,  and  to  the  establishmenl  of 
one  in  this  country  to  save  the  cost  of  transporting  lepers. 

Dr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler,  Chief  of  the  Drug  Laboratory  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  addressed  the  Association,  as  the  representative 
of  that  department,  bringing  the  greetings  of  Dr.  II.  W.  Wiley,  chief 
Chemist   of  this   department. 

He  denied  the  statement  that  the  government  was  inclined  to 
absorb  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  stated  that  it  chose  to  hack  the  forty 
thousand  pharmacists,  and  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  live  thousand 
physicians  who  were  behind  the  U.   S.   P.   and   X.   F. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Apple,  of  Philadelphia,  spoke  for  the  X.  A.  A.  D..  a 
daughter  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  He  spoke  of  the  good  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  commercial  interests  of  the  pharmacists.  He  hoped 
that  the  now  good  fraternal  relations  might  never  be  lessened. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Dewoody.  of  Fine  Bluff.  Ark.,  spoke  for  the  National 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association.  Dr.  Stephenson,  representative  of 
the  American  Medical  Association,  was  not  present.  Later  Dr.  < '. 
Travis  Drennen,  of  Hot  Springs,  ex-President  of  the  Arkansas  Medi- 
cal Association,  addressed  the  convention. 

Synopsis  of  the  President's  Addbess. 

Reorganization.— 1.  To  eliminate  from  the  annual  proceedings 
matters  that  belong  to  trade,  rather  than  pharmacy,  and  to  reduce 
the  social  features  to  a  minimum',  giving  more  time  to  discussing 
scientific  papers. 

2.  To  secure  through  local  organizations  such  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership as  to  make  the  Association  more  nearly  represent  the  entire 
pharmaceutical  body  of  the  United  States. 

Membership. — Probably  50,000  eligible;  we  have  2,050  members 
active.  Suggests  that  State  Associations  have  associate  members; 
$2.00  per  year,  receive  the  Bulletin;  no  right  to  vote  and  not  to 
receive  the  proceedings. 

In  giving  a  report  of  proceedings  of  this  body  it  must  he  remem- 
bered that  it  is  so  organized  that  the  Council  consisting  of  eighteen 
members,  together  with  the  officers  of  the  Association,  the  chairman 
of  the  five  sections  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  as  ex  officio 
members,  meet  independently  of  the  general  Association  and  transact 
business  of  certain  kinds  delegated  to  them.     In  some  of  these  mat- 
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ters  they  report,  or  recommend,  to  the  Association  at  large  for  dis- 
cussiOD  and  adoption,  previous  notice  being  given. 

it  is  the  doty  of  the  Council  to  take  charge  of  the  business  of  the 
Association,  which  is  not  of  scientific  character,  to  transact  business 
for  the  Association  between  the  times  of  meeting,  to  reduce  any 
appropriations  thai  have  been  made  when,  in  their  opinion,  the 
receipts  do  not  justify  such  appropriations,  and  to  perform  from 
time  to  time  any  business  committed  to  them  by  the  Association. 
their  a«t  ions  being  subject  to  revision  by  the  Association.  Any 
member  of  the  Association  may  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  by  vote  of  the  Council,  be  permitted  to  speak  on  any  subject 
under  discussion.  This  plan  has  been  adopted  by  many  large 
societies  in  order  to  relieve  the  Association  of  such  routine  work  and 
give  more  time  to  the  consideration  of  the  subjects  presented  by  the 
various  sections  of  the  Association.

REPORT   OF  COMMITTEE   ON    PRESIDENT'S   ADDRESS. 

Your  undersigned  committee,  having  carefully  read  the  President's 
Address  and  considered  the  suggestions  therein,  beg  to  reporl  as 
follow-  : 

1.  While  ever  bo  desirable,  we  <l< t  think  it  practicable  to  estab- 
lish a  journal  as  the  organ  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  committee  concur  In  the  view  thai  it  be  suggested  to  the 
Travellers  in  North  Carolina  for  Pharmaceutical  and  allied  lines, 
to  organize  an  Independent  association  to  be  known  as  The  Travelling 
.Men's  Auxiliary   Association  of  the  North  Carolina    Pharmaceutical 

\ iatlon,  for  the  purposes  of  Bocial  entertainmenl  and  aiding  the 

\.  C.  P.  a.  in  Buch  directions  which  the  new  body  can  do. 

3.  We  fl0  not  think  thai  the  Association's  Treasury  will  at  presenl 
Justify  the  establishment  of  ;>  special  fund  for  legislative' purposes, 
bul  think  th.it  the  Legislative  Committee  should  have  authority  or 
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sanction  of  the  Association  to  solicit  and  colled  funds  Crom  anyone 
willing  to  contribute  in  such  Instances  where  special  sums  are 
urgently  required  for  legislative  purposes. 

4.  We  concur  in  the  suggestion  thai  it  is  very  desirable  i«>  work 
toward  what  is  known  as  prerequisite  legislation,  and  recommend 
in  furtherance  of  this  purpose  thai  the  Association  authorize  the 
Legislative  Committee  to  prepare  an  outline  draft  of  a  law  that  will 

establish  two  classes  of  Phamacists  in  this  state;  •  to  be  licensed 

as  the  owner  or  manager  of  business,  the  other  as  assistant,  due 
condition  of  the  former  before  standing  for  license,  to  he  that  he 
should  rirst  he  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  College  of  Pharmacy.  We 
also  suggest  that  legislation  he  secured  requiring  some  minimum  pre- 
liminary primary  educational  requirements  for  all  applicants  for 
license.  It  is  suggested  that  several  years  in  future  he  made  the  time 
for  all  the  above  requirements  to  become  effective.  We  also  suggest 
that  special  attention  of  this  matter  he  brought  to  the  memhers  of  the 
Association  so  that  they  can  thoroughly  consider  the  matter  Prom  this 
time  until  it  is  brought  up  next  year. 

5.  Instead  of  agreeing  with  the  suggestion  that  the  Secretary  of 
this  Association  communicate  with  the  Solicitors  of  the  State,  regard- 
ing the  enforcement  of  the  Drug  Vendor's  Law.  we  suggest  that  tins 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  its  action. 

t;.  We  concur  in  the  suggestion  and  recommend  thai  this  Asso- 
ciation be  represented  at  meetings  of  the  North  Carolina  Medical 
Society  with  authority  to  do  whatever  the  delegates  may  deem  best 
to  estahlish  closer  friendly  and  professional  relations. 

7.  We  do  not  think  that  a  separate  Finance  Committee  is  at 
present  needed,  as  the  By-Laws  empower  the  Executive  Committee 
to  perform  such  duties  as  are  usually  assigned  to  finance  committees. 

8.  We  agree  in  the  suggestion  that  the  program  of  our  meetings 
he  in  future  so  arranged  as  to  have  one  session  especially  set  apart 
for  the  reading  and  discussion  of  scientific  papers  and  professional 
subjects.  We  deem  it  very  desirable  that  efforts  should  he  made  to 
secure  shorter  working  hours  and  more  Sunday  closing,  and  hope  the 
Association  will  discuss  the  means  of  best  securing  this  desirable  end. 
and  arrive  at  some  practicable  manner  of  beginning  at  once  to  make 
same  effective. 

9.  We  agree  in  the  suggestion  that  an  hour  he  especially  arranged 
for  at  the  meetings  for  Memorial  Exercises  aboul  the  deceased 
members.  Under  our  laws,  the  Executive  Committee  is  directed  to 
present  biographical  sketches  of  our  deceased  memhers.  These  and 
such  verbal  remarks  as  friends  of  the  deceased  care  to  make,  can 
be  fittingly  heard  at  these  memorial   exercises. 

10.  We  suggest  that  the  President  he  authorized  to  appoint  dele- 
gates to  the  U.   S.   P.  Convention. 
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11.  We  believe  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  printed  pro- 
ceedings of  our  meetings  be  issued  much  more  promptly  than  in  the

To  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries: 

Gentlemen: — I  kindly  send  yon  a  few  answers  for  your  considera- 
tion: 

No.  1.  Has  the  campaign  against  "patent"  medicines  by  prominent 
journals  had  any  effect  on  the  general  sale  of  "patent"  medicines? 

Yes,  sir.  Sales  of  many  medicines  have  lost  out  fifty  per  cent  in 
the  trade.     Mine  has. 

No.  2.     Would  it  be  wise  to  start  publicity  campaign  by  our  State 
Association  on  the  evil  results  of  dispensing  by  physicians? 
I  do  not  think  so.  as  far  as  our  city  is  concerned. 

No.  3.  What  kind  of  advertising  ban  you  tried,  and  what  do  you 
consider  the  best  paying  medium? 

Different  kinds.  I  find  that  individuality  In  your  store  among  your 
customers  and  the  doctors  of  your  city,  pays  best. 

No.  1.  What  method  can  be  suggested  to  stimulate  interest  among 
those  members  of  th<  Association  who  nev<  r  attend  its  meetings  and 
do  not  realize  the  value  of  such  gatherings? 

Keep  on  inviting  them  to  come;  also  by  our  Association  publishing 
in  Its  work  all  the  papers  sent  in  to  the  Association  by  its  members. 
do  matter  how  simple  it  may  be  to  tbe  committee;  the  member  cer- 
tainly has  shown  his  friendship,  and  good  will;  even  if  not  at  the 
meeting,  this  will  encourage  him  more,  to  semi  in  papers  for  the 
meeting,  and  also  for  him  to  come  to  the  meeting,  if  possible.  (Per- 
sonally I   lind  no  fault  as  I  have  been  treated  kindly  in  this  way). 

No.  5.     To  what  extent  do  fine  fixtures  maki  fine  paging  stores? 

My  idea  is  that  line  fixtures  pay  only  in  certain  localities.  Many 
good,  humble  people  will  not  patronize  One  fixture  stores,  as  they 
feel  that   they  are  DOl   wanted,  and  SUCD  Stores  are  iixed  up  only  for 

the  i-i,-h  trade.    Poor  people  not  wanted,  and  they  feel  that  they  are 
not  treated  as  kindly  in  these  stores.    They  feel  they  are  in  the  way. 

so  they   stay  out. 

No.  6.    Tin   i  ni iik   of  Phamacy? 

North  Carolina  always  leads  in  pharmacy,  and  with  our  young 
men  now  going  to  Chapel  Hill  and  other  schools  the  standard  of 
pharmacy  will  he  elevated  year  by  year,  all  over  our  country,    What. 
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I  think,  we  will  soon  need  is  an  exchange  of  certificates  from  State 
to  State.  If  a  druggist  has  his  papers  that  he  has  passed  the  Board 
of  Examination  in  our  State,  why  should  we  not,  by  paying  five  or 
ten  dollars,  the  State  fee,  or  what  it  may  be  in  each  State,  be  allowed 
to  interchange  certificates  from  one  State  to  another,  as  they  have 
passed  one  examination V  This,  I  think,  will  help  to  elevate  pharmacy 
in  all  our  States,  and  let  us  have  a  chance  to  interchange  our  young 
men,  and  old  men,  without  re-examination,  by  showing  their  paper  of 
examination,  and  dues  paid. 

No.  7.  7s  it  profitable  to  buy  a  year's  supply  of  "patent"  medicines 
for  the  doubtful  advantage  of  having  your  name  inserted  in  the 
neicspaper  ad.' 

I  do  not  think  it  profitable,  unless  a  man  has  plenty  of  idle  money, 
he  does  not  need,  and  has  all  his  bills  paid  to  date. 

No.  8.  7s  the  soda  water  business  a  profitable  or  necessary  part  of 
the  modern  drug  store? 

Profitable  to  many,  who  do  this  to  draw  trade,  and  watch  the 
credit  drink  at  the  fountain.  Cash  system  pays,  otherwise  a  loss. 
I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary ;  I  do  not  have  one ;  too  much  trouble. 

No.  9.     Local  drug  associations:  Why  tiny  should  be  encouraged. 

Because  it  brings  together  our  brother  druggists  in  a  fraternal 
feeling,  and  makes  them  feel  that  what  is  one  druggist's  interest,  is 
all  our  interest.  In  this  way  we  kill  out  many  hard  feelings  between 
one  another  and  keep  the  motto:  "Live  and  let  live." 

No.  10.  What,  if  any.  influence  has  the  passage  of  the  Food  mid 
Drug  Act  had  upon  the  sales  of  nostrums  which  are  now  compelled 
to  state  the  percentage  of  alcohol  and  narcotics  upon  the  label? 

The  Pure  Food  Law  has  done  much  good.  Many  nostrums  have 
been  entirely  eliminated  from  the  trade.  Many  old-time  remedies 
have  changed  their  formulas,  and  have,  by  so  doing,  cut  their  own 
throat  in  the  trade,  as  people  soon  found  out  the  difference,  and  have 
quit  using  them.  Candies  have  been  made  purer;  also  many  foods 
we  eat.  Many  of  our  drugs  have  ben  standardized  so  we  know  what 
we  manufacture  our  medicines  from.    A  good  thing  indeed  for  us  all. 

No.  11.  The  necessity  for  pharmacists  to  become  actively  in  I 'rested 
in  legislation  relating  to  pharmacy. 

If  we  do  not  interest  ourselves,  many  laws  will  be  passed  that  will 
injure  the  druggist  and  the  drug  trade.  Much  work  has  been  done 
in  this  line  for  us  by  Brothers  Hancock  and  Hicks.  All  honor  to 
them,  indeed.  Both  faithful  to  our  interests  at  all  times..  Let  us 
all  work  together. 

No.  12.  What  should  be  omitted  from,  added  to.  or  improved  in 
the  V.  S.  Pharmacy.' 

Every  druggist  of  our  State  can  now  have  his  kick,  and  a  chance 
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to  help  to  make  our  new  Pharmacopoeia  one  of  the  best  ever  pub- 
lished, by  writing  his  complaints  to  the  committee,  what  he  has 
found  wrong,  and  how  to  correct  the  same.  This  will  be  a  big 
help  to  them,  I  know,  in  their  work  of  the  oew  Pharmacopoeia  to  be 
gotten  "in  aexi  year.  Let  us  all  feel  thai  we  can  help  each  other 
by  sn  doing.

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Drug  Store  AdvertUing. 

Just  one  year  ago  at  our  annual  meeting,  I  was  asked  to  read  a 
paper,  and  did  read  one.  on  "Retail  Drug  Store  Advertising."  At  that 
time,  as  many  of  you  remember,  1  gave  considerable  attention  In  an- 
swering the  question.  "Does  Advertising  Pay?" 

In  my  own  mind  this  question  lias  been  answered  years  ago,  not 
only  from  a  manufacturer's  and  large  merchant's  standpoint,  hut 
also  from  the  retail  druggist's  standpoint. 

In  this  paper  I  shall  not  take  up  your  time  in  endeavoring  to 
answer  the  question  of  whether  or  not  advertising  does  pay. 

A  few  weeks  ago  two  members  of  our  Association,  residents  of  the' 
nearby  sister  city  of  Charlotte,  opened  up  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
drug  stores  in  the  South. 

On  March  17  they  celebrated  the  opening  of  this  beautiful  store  in 
Charlotte's  new  sky-scraper  with  a  grand  opening  day  celebration. 
From  what  I  have  heard,  and  from  the  accounts  in  the  Charlotte 
newspapers,  I  am  lead  to  believe  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful days,  from  a  financial  and  advertising  standpoint,  that  this  well- 
known  firm   has  ever  had. 

All  of  this  I  am  satisfied  was  brought  about  by  the  modern, 
progressive,  energetic  advertising  which  Woodall  &  Sheppard  have 
had  back  of  them  for  several  years,  and  the  stimulant  that  this  ad- 
vertising has  given  them  toward  better  efforts  and  toward  dissatis- 
faction with  old  methods  and  old  stores,  and  a  desire  to  have  a  big 
store  and  a  big  business.  Nothing  else  in  my  mind  but  the  enthusiasm 
which  modern,  progressive  advertising  produces,  could  have  stimu- 
lated a  concern  to  such  efforts  and  modernness  as  were  displayed  in 
this  instance. 

I  call  attention  to  this  firm,  composed  of  our  own  brother  drug- 
gists, simply  to  give  you  an  example  of  what  advertising  and  the 
impulse  toward  high-class  business,  which  advertising  produces,  give 
a  concern  when  they  once  become  thoroughly  enthusiastic  and  busi- 
ness-like in  their  advertising. 

When  we  look  about  us  today,  especially  through  the  Southern 
States,  we  find  a  great  change  in  the  trade.  We  find  old,  musty  shops 
being  replaced  by  modern,  progressive  and  beautiful  stores.  Hardly 
a  city  throughout  this  section  of  the  country  or  the  section  which  lies 
farther  to  the  South,  but  what  possesses  stores  which  a  few  years 
ago  were  thought  impossible. 

All  these  changes  for  the  bettering  of  pharmacy  in  general,  and 
especially  for  the  development  and  increasing  of  business,  have  been 
brought  about' by  a  firm  tendency  throughout  the  States  to  produce 
business  where  before  there  was  none. 

It    was    not    many   years    ago    when   the   drug   business    depended 
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almosl  entirely  on  a  few  lines,  a  few  patenl  medicines,  and  a  few 
small  lines  <>r  drug  sundries,  constituted  their  stock  in  trade. 

Today,  through  the  efforts  of  advertising,  there  are  many  proprie- 
taries, where  before  there  were  few.  Through  the  advertising  of  the 
i»iur  manufacturers  of  sundries  we  have  hundreds  of  articles,  such 
a>  tooth  brushes,  on  the  market,  where  before  there  were  only  a  few; 
and  so  we  find  that  our  husiness  has  been  developed,  that  the  drug 
stores  have  been  increased  in  number,  thai  the  stores  have  increased 
in  impotance,  and  in  business  methods,  through  the  stimulant  that 
advertising  has  given  them. 

However,  we  must  not  think  that  it  is  only  the  advertising  as 
produced  by  the  manufacturers  which  lias  developed  this  increase  in 
business,  and  better  condition  id"  stores,  for  the  druggists  themselves 
have  become  advertisers,  and  today  we  find  what  we  did  not  find  a 
U'w  years  ago  that  the  druggists  are  not  depending  upon  the  manu- 
facturers to  create  business  and  create  demands  for  goods. 

'There  is  not    a   city   in  this  country  of  any  size  but  what   possesses 

one   or   more   progressive.    1 lern.    advertising   druggists,    who    have 

ideas  of  their  own  for  developing  business,  and  who  are  not  afraid 
to    invest    money    in   advertising  to   carry   out    their   ideas. 

[nstead  of  being  compelled  to  hand  over  the  counter  a  few  patenl 
medicines,  which  were  sold  on  account  of  the  advertising  which  the 
manufacturers  themselves  produced,  the  modern  druggisl  today  adver- 
tises and  creates  a  demand  for  his  own  goods,  at  the  same  lime  ad- 
vertising Ins  store  and  developing  business  along  lines  which  a  few- 
years  ago  were  not  bandied  at  all. 

There  is  not  a  druggisl  attending  this  meeting  today,  who  has 
carried  oul  a  carefully  outlined,  high-class',  progressive  system  of 
advertising,  but  what  lias  had  his  mind  broadened,  his  business 
methods  improved  by  so  doing,  for  we  all  know  it  must  be  acknowl- 
edged that  advertising  to  produce  impression  today  must  be  of  a 
high-class  character.  The  druggisl  who  is  a  ^ l  advertiser  under- 
stands this.  Therefore,  when  he  produces  such  advertising  he  realizes 
.it  once  the  importance  of  carrying  out  methods  in  the  store  its,. If. 
which  will  bear  out  the  claim  made  in  the  advertising;  and  v,,  the 
advertising  works  in  several  ways,  not  only  to  increase  business  and 
to  create  new  fields  for  business,  bul  also  to  improve  the  character 
of  the  service  rendered  the  customer  by  the  druggist. 

Many  of  us  are  continually  asking  the  question,  "How  shall  I  ad- 
vertise   my    Store?      HOW    much    l -y    shall    I    expend'.'      What    per 

centage  of  my  urross  sales  should  be  set  aparl  for  advertising?  What 
shall  I  advertise  m\  prescription  department,  my  own  preparations, 
my  sundries,  or  simply  my  service'.-  shall  I  advertise  in  the  news- 
papers, or  shall  I  advertise  in  the  street  cars,  or  use  bill-boards,  or 
shall    I    use  direct    methods,  such  as  circulars,   booklets,   etc.?" 

These  are  questions   which   every    individual   druggisl    will    be  com- 
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pel  led  to  thrash  mil  for  bimself.  Probably  the  methods  used  In  one 
locality  will  work  equally  as  well  In  other  Localities;  so  If  my  sug- 
gestions are  worth  anything,  I  might  say  thai  my  belief  is  thai  where 
you  find  a  druggist  who  is  making  headway,  and  from  outward  ap- 
pearances his  advertising  is  getting  the  credit  for  this,  it  would  be 
well  to  follow  his  methods. 

In  my  opinion  the  argument  used  by  many  druggists  thai  their 
locality  is  so  much  different  from  other  localities,  thai  the  people  to 
'whom  they  cater  arc  so  much  different  that  advertising  will  not  pay, 
is  simply  an  error  on  their  part  of  judgment  The  fad  of  the  matter 
is  that  the  manufacturers  make  advertising  pay  in  all  localities. 
The  department  stores  make  advertising  pay  in  all  localities.  Other 
lines  of  trade  make  advertising  pay  in  all  localities.  Therefore,  it 
only  goes  to  show  that  drug  stores  can  make  advertising  pay  in  all 
localities,  and  when  we  look  about,  and  examine  the  papers  pub- 
lished in  different  cities  throughout  the  United  States,  we  find  that 
our  department  stores  in  different  cities  use  just  ahout  the  same 
methods  of  advertising.  We  find  that  the  manufacturers  of  patent 
medicines,  that  the  manufacturers  of  cigars,  tobacco  and  sundries, 
which  we  handle,  use  just  ahout  the  same  methods  in  one  State  as 
they  use  in  another.  The  books  which  they  prepare  and  which  they 
print  in  very  large  editions  are  used  in  North  Carolina,  and  in 
Tennessee,  in  California  and  Massachusetts.  The  newspaper  adver- 
tisements which  they  prepare  carefully  and  run  in  the  newspapers 
are  the  same  in  one  State  as  in  another,  and  these  are  points  which 
have  lead  me  to  believe  that  it  is  well  for  us  to  follow  the  lead  of 
druggists  where  we  find  the  druggists'  advertising  is  proving  success- 
ful and  producing  business. 

Ofttimes  we  are  compelled  to  change  a  service  for  the  reason  that 
the  money  we  have  at  our  command  to  spend  in  advertising  will  not 
allow  us  to  invest  in  the  service  which  we  think  is  best.  But,  no 
•matter -what  amount  of  money  we  have  at  our  command,  I  am  firmly 
of  the  opinion  that  that  amount  could  he  invested  in  a  service  which 
would  prove  beneficial  to  the  store, 

There  is  one  thing,  however,  which  is  worth  considering  carefully, 
and  that  is  the  fact  that  there  is  no  use  in  advertising  unless  the 
store  as  made  to  cooperate  with  the  advertising.  Very  often  the 
proprietor  does  not  take  his  clerks  into  his  confidence,  does  not  in- 
spect them  in  the  manner  in  which  lie  expects  them  to  cooperate  with 
him  and  the  advertising  to  produce  best  results.  In  many  cases  the 
clerks  are  entirely  in  the  dark  regarding  the  advertising.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  I  believe  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  clerks  bave  not 
been  instructed  to  believe  that  advertising  is  salesmanship,  that  the 
advertising  is  part  of  their  department,  that  while  they  are  the  sales- 
men behind  the  counter,  the  advertising  is  the  salesmen  traveling 
around  outside — that  both  must  work  together,  otherwise  the  \»-<\ 
results  will  not  be  accomplished. 
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If  the  clerks  In  each  store,  and  the  proprietor,  and  the  advertising 
would  all  work  together,  cooperating  with  each  other  for  the  best 
results,  then  Car  better  returns  would  he  forthcoming. 

The  other  day  in  Looking  over  some  newspapers  1  ran  across  an 
address  delivered  before  the  graduating  class  of  New  York  College 
of  Pharmacy,  in  Carnegie  Hall,  New  York  City,  on  .May  13,  from 
which   the  following  thoughts  impressed   me  very   much: 

"It  is  a  mighty  force  by  which  fortunes  are  made  or  lost  in  short 
order.  It  is  a  force  at  the  beck  and  call,  not  only  of  every  manu- 
facturer, but  every  retailer,  no  matter  where  his  store  may  be 
located,  it  is  the  modem  way  of  getting  business,  of  building  repu- 
tation, of  meeting  competition,  of  compelling  success.  It  is  a  power 
available  in  one  form  or  another,  to  the  smallest  retailer  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  suburbs,  or  to  the  great  combination  of  stores  of  the 
mammoth  store   in    the  center  of  the   .Metropolis." 

••When  1  speak  of  advertising,  I  d<>  not  refer  to  advertising  in  any 
narrow,  limited  sense.  I  refer  to  it  more  as  that  wide-awake, 
progressive,  energetic,  irresistible  power  in  our  modern  American  life 
that  makes  for  progress.  It  does  not  mean  solely  the  mere  primed 
word  in  the  newspaper;  it  means  that  subtle  influence  that  revolu- 
tionizes business,  that  puts  life  into  it.  thai  makes  its  every  mood, 
from  the  smile  on  the  clerk's  face  to  the  display  in  the  window  and 
the  sign  on  the  door,  and  the  goods  in  the  case,  and  the  letters  that 
go  out.  and  the  advertisements  in  the  newspapers,  and  the  circulars, 
and  the  street  car  cards,  and  the  messages  that  all  of  these  different 
things  convey  to  the  public,  and  the  impress  tbat  the  public  gets  of 
that  store,  and  the  desire  tbat  is  created  in  the  public's  mind  to 
trade  at  that  store,  and  everything  else  that  lifts  the  store  out  of 
a  prosaic  IbiiiL'  into  a  living,  moving,  active  magnet  — that  is  what  I 
mean  by  advertising." 
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The  Future  of  Pharmacy. 

Ptoarmacy  has  ever  been  a  necessity  Cor  the  comfort  and  relief  of 
suffering  humanity,  it  was  a  necessity  in  ancient  days;  it  is  a 
necessity  of  today,  and  for  the  same  purpos< — and  will  be  until  the 
end  of  suffering  humanity. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  there  has  been  quite  an  advance  In  the 
seieuee  of  Pharmacy  in  the  past  century.  Yet  there  is  today  room 
for  as  much  more,  especially  in  the  practice,  or  rather  in  the  way  that 
many  men  who  are  running  drug  stores  seem  to  think  they  have 
right  to  pactice.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  my  mind  to  advance  the 
profession  is  to  enforce  the  State  Pharmacy  Law.  The  laws  are 
made  to  protect  the  public  against  incompetent  people,  who  have  in 
hand  the  lives  of  the  public  in  every  dose  of  medicine  prepared  by 
them.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  will  issue  license  to  any  and  all 
persons  that  prove  themselves  worthy.  These  are  evidence  to  the 
public  of  safety,  for  the  laws  hold  the  licensed  man  responsible  for 
every  dose  dispensed  toy  him.  He  is.  therefore,  greatly  above  one 
who  knows  little  or  nothing  about  Pharmacy  and  should  he  recognized 
as  such.  P>ut  so  long  as  our  laws  are  uot  enforced  and  the  profes- 
sion carried  on  by  any  and  all  who  see  fit  to  hang  out  a  sign  to  the 
public,  regardless  of  law  or  qualification,  neither  the  public  nor  the 
medical  profession  can  or  will  have  the  proper  respect  or  confidence 
iu  the  grand  profession  of  Pharmacy.  A  law  that  is  not  enforced 
ties  the  hands  of  an  honest,  honorable,  law-abiding  citizen  and  gives 
the  lawless  an  opportunity  to  take  the  advantage  of  an  honest  citizen. 
And  this  is  almost  the  position  of  our  Pharmacy  Law.  How  can 
we  ever  expect  physicians  to  write  prescriptions  or  be  patrons  of  the 
profession  under  such  conditions?  I  was  talking  with  a  physician 
some  days  ago  and  he  remarked  that  the  reason  he  did  not  write 
more  prescriptions  -was  due  to  the  fact  that  he  did  not  know  who 
would  fill  them.  That  most  of  the  time  they  were  filled  by  people 
who  knew  nothing  about  filling  prescriptions.  He  is  not  to  blame 
as  long  as  such  conditions  exist.  The  doctor's  reputation  a-  a 
master  of  his  profession  and  that  he  may  he  able  to  give  his  patients 
proper  treatment  depend  upon  the  proper  dispensing  of  the  medicines 
he  prescribes.  Another  detrimental  feature  to  our  profession  is  the 
class  of  men  who  substitute  something  that  they  have  on  hand  if 
they  fail  to  have  the  prescribed  drug.  And  there  is  quite  another 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  progressive  Pharmacy.  There  are  so  many 
drug  stores  under  the  management  of  non-pharmacists.  The  result 
is  a  dangerous  shore  for  landing  the  public,  and  a  burlesque  upon  the 
profession.  One  of  the  best  steps  for  the  promotion  of  unc  Phar- 
macy was  the  passage  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law.  It  caused 
the  exposure  of  quite  a  number  of  humbug  things  that  were  hiding 
behind   the   professions  of   Pharmacy    and   medicine.      But    the   real 
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articles  have  held  their  own  and  thereby  have  proven  to  the  world 
thai  tin-  profession  of  Pharmacy  and  its  Intelligent  practice  is  an 
absolute  necessity  for  tli<'  relief  of  suffering  humanity.  Our  Anti- 
Narcotic  i.aw  is  a  great  assistance  to  1 1 1  *  -  druggisl  who  wishes  to 
se  them  as  they  should  be.  Bu1  yet  it  is  not  quite  rigid 
enough,  at  least  Its  enforcement.  For  some  don'1  notice  It,  passing 
it  by  as  a  joke.  Some  of  you  may  be  surprised  when  I  say  that  in 
tin-  days  ,.f  Shakespeare  it  was  death  for  an  apothecary  t<>  sell  deadly 
poisons  to  any  one.  unless  prescribed  by  laiw.  So  our  Anti-Narcotic 
I. aw  is  not  a  new  thing  by  any  means,  hut  a  modified  ad  of  the 
lightest  degree  Of  a  law  of  the  days  of  old.  Today  Pharmacy  stands 
the  best  opportunity  of  elevation  it  has  in  quite  a  number  of  years, 
if  this  Association  can  devise  some  plan  to  have  the  laws  enforced 
and  take  the  practice  of  ethical  Pharmacy  for  our  standard,  with  the 
I  nited  states  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  out- 
text,  we  can  preach  the  profession  of  Pharmacy  to  the  height  it 
really  belongs,  and  thereby  do  a  greal  work  for  the  profession.  We 
know  well  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  essentia]  professions  in  existence 
today.  How  much  more  could  he  trusted  to  man  than  for  mankind 
to  place  their  lives  in  the  hands  of  the  profession?  This  they  do, 
whenever  they  take  the  doses  prepared  by  the  druggist  and  don'1 
Stop  to  ask  "What  is  it?"  Therefore,  the  hest  of  us  cannot  be  too 
careful  nor  too  accurate  with  each  and  every  article  we  dispense. 
And  for  the  Bake  of  the  profession,  and  the  protection  of  the  public, 
it  is  up  to  this  Association  to  do  what  it  can  to  bring  about  the 
practice  of  ethical  Pharmacy.  We  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
whole  nation  is  dependent  upon  our  profession  for  the  true  drug 
products  to  scientifically  flghl  all  disease-  thai  attack  mankind.  If 
they   are   not    as   retail    "pill    rollers."   they   are  as   manufacturers,   and 

the  more  we  respect  the  profession  ami  the  laws  that  govern  it. 
as  pharmacists,  the  greater  the  public  will  respeel  and  have  con- 
fidence in  us  as  practitioners,  and  brighter  are  the  prospects  for  the 

elevation  and  usefulness  of  future  Pharmacy.  This  Association 
should  devise  some  plan  by  which  every  man  that  attaches  his  name 
to  the  profession,  in  any  way.  should  prove  himself  11)1  to  the  stand- 
ard that  [a  required  by  law.  and  then  the  future  of  Pharmacy  will 
he  brighter  than  ever  before.

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THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement, 
and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer;  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Life  Membership. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  Life  Member,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  V. — Amending  Constitution. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted 
for  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  admin- 
ister the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall 
nominate  all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership  and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer. 
He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations 
of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its 
benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their   names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
notify  all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and 
at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by 
him  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of 
every  special  committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  accept- 
able to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the 
President,  who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and 
issue  the  certificates  of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  mem- 
bers who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He 
shall  kirp  ,i  li-t  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each 
member,  and  furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual 
meeting  to  the  Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  appli- 
cations for  membership.  Ho  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned 
by  the  President,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  his  accounts. 

ARTICLE  II.— Of    Committees. 

Section  1.  There  Bhall  l"'  three  Standing  Committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  inves- 
tigation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the 
proceedings.  They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of 
such  members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  suc- 
cessive years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  mem- 
bers. At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  pub- 
lished by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual 
reports,  and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities 
as  they  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them 
shall  be  read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate 
and  convenient  for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report,  within 
three  months  after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of 
scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the 
interests  of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many 
such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable;  and 
in  other  ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— Of  Membership. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as 
a  Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing 
with  the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to 
said  Committee;  if  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve 
his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to 
the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided 
that  such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary 
dropping  the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  member- 
ship. Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  re- 
quired to  contribute  to   the   funds  of  the  Association,  but  they   shall

have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in   the 
deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  im- 
proper conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and 
any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years 
shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the 
preceding  section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  member- 
ship, signed  by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  Ex-members,  who  are  so  from  omission  to  pay  their  dues. 
desiring  to  re-unite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in 
writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association 
the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  of  the 
current  year;  whereupon  their  names  shall  be  placed  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary 
and  reported  at  the  next  animal   meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  be  elected  honorary  members, 
and  traveling  salesmen  and  others  connected  with  the  drug  trade  may 
become  associate  members.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute 
to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any 
question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Of  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of 
failure  of  this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  to- 
gether shall  devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  take  the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall 
be  elected  by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a   Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.     Fifteen    members    shall    constitute   a    quorum. 

ARTICLE  V.— Of  Delegates. 

Section  1.  The  Presidenl  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to 
the  American   Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia 
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Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State 
Medical  Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  ap- 
point alternates.

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CODE  OF  ETHICS. 


ADOPTED   1882. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist 
in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession, 
hereby  agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and 
guide  for  all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its 
rules  only  in  exceptional  eases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved 
some  other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  sec- 
tion is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or 
medicines    ordered    in    accordance    with    foreign    pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula;  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derog- 
atory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect  in  return  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert 
drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  con- 
sequences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from 
motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the 
same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent 
acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sumed in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  articles  sold.  Al- 
though local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of 
charges  at  different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally 
undersell  his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  it--  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  fea- 
tn f  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  prac- 
tice of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage 
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as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at 
all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dan- 
gerous abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  appren- 
tice who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have 
given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who 
shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  an- 
noyance of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be 
stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in 
his  own  behalf,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

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REPORT  OF  F.  W.  HANCOCK,  SEC.  AND  TREAS.  OF 
THE  N.  C.  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 


Oxford,  X.  C,  June  1,  1909. 
To  His  Excellency,  William  W.  Kitchin,  Governor: 

Sir:— In  accordance  with  Section  9  of  the  North  Carolina  Phar- 
macy Law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year  end- 
ing May  31,  1909. 

The  seventieth  (70th)  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  held 
in  the  Atlantic  Hotel  at  Morehead  City  on  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
July  6  and  7,  1908.  Present:  Messrs.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  C.  D.  Bradham, 
W.  W.  Home,  C.  B.  Miller  and  E.  W.  Hancock. 

C.  D.  Bradham,  of  New  Bern,  having  been  commissioned  by  the 
Governor  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for  a  term  of  five  years,  from 
April  28,  1908,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  office. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  circular-letter  and  list  of  non-poison- 
ous domestic  remedies,  that  can  be  sold  by  the  general  dealer,  having 
been  adopted  by  the  Board  and  printed,  were  being  distributed 
throughout  the  State  as  rapidly  as  possible.

The  Judges  and  Solicitors  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  our  State 
have  reported  that  a  large  per  cenl  of  the  parties  who  have  been 
broughl  before  them  for  trial  for  heinous  crimes  have  been  those 
who  were  either  cocaine,  morphine  or  opium  fiends.  The  solicitors 
contending  thai  it  was  almost  impossible  to  convict  any  one  under 
the  provision  of  the  1907  law,  thai  it  oughl  to  be  so  amended  that 
the  promiscuous  selling  of  these  habit-forming  drugs  mighl  be 
Stamped  OUt,  to  this  end  and  through  the  aid  of  some  of  them,  several 
amendments  to  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law  were  made  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture. These  were  reported  to  the  Association  through  the  Committee 
on  Legislation.  The  changes  thai  were  made  were  reported  to  each 
registered  Pharmacisl  in  the  state:  also  to  the  Judges  and  Solicitors 
of  the  Superior  Courts.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  will  now  use  all 
means  within  their  power  to  convict  any  one  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  will  also  notify  all  local  authorities  thai 
they  stand  ready  and  willing  to  cooperate  with  them,  to  the  fullest 
extent,  In  bringing  to  justice  any  violator  of  said  law.  The  Legisla- 
ture was  asked  to  make  an  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  to  assist 
us  in  seeing  thai  this  very  important  law  be  thoroughly  enforced,  bul 
..a  acoounl  of  a  large  deficit,  it  was  Impossible  for  us  to  gel  any  aid 
from  them  now.  However,  I  U><-\  very  sure  that  the  mxt  Legislature 
will  help  us  largely  along  this  line. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

The  ease  of  <;.  F.  Hovis,  of  Bessemer  City,  came  op  for  trial  at  the 
fail  term  of  Gaston  County  Court.  The  -aid  Hovis  appeared  in  court 
and  plead  guilty  to  the  charge  of  violating  Section  four  (4)  of  the 

Pharmacy    Law.      He  said   he  had  sold  out    his  drug  husiness  and   had 

moved  away  from  B< -seiner  City.    The  Judge,  by  the  advice  of  the 
•.  suspended  judgmenl  upon  paymenl  of  cost 
i>r.  A.  C.  Bethune,  of  Aberdeen,  Moore  County,  was  Indicted  al  the 
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fall,  190S,  term  of  said  court,  Cor  violating  Section  tour  I  ii  of  the 
Pharmacy  Law.  The  case  came  up  for  trial  at  the  spring  term,  but, 
by  the  request  of  the  defendant,  was  continued  until  the  August  term. 

Dr.  Ira  M.  Hardy,  of  Washington,  was  Indicted  Id  the  Magistrate's 
Court,  on  April  <;.  1909,  for  violating  Section  tour  i4i  of  the  Phar- 
macy Law.  The  magistrate  not  having  jurisdiction,  the  doctor  was 
bound  over  to  court.  The  case  came  up  Cor  trial  at  the  June,  1909, 
term  of  the  Superior  Court  for  said  county.  Be  appeared  In  court 
and  plead  guilty  to  the  charge.  The  judge,  by  <-ons, mm  of  the  solicitor, 
agreed  to  suspend  judgment  upon  paymenl  of  cost,  with  the  under- 
standing that  he  shall  put  a  licensed  pharmacisl  in  charge  of  his 
store  by  July  1,  and  shall  appear  in  court  a  year  hence  and  show 
that  he  has  strictly  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Pharmacy  Law.  otherwise,  the  full  penalty  shall  be  Imposed  upon 
him.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

BY-LAWS. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  Tuesdays  of  the  week  in  which 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  holds  its  annual  meet- 
ing and  in  the  same  place.  Other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  are  chosen  at  any  of  these  meetings 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  when  called  by  the  President,  or  on 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  lie  stated  in  the  call.  At  special  meetings,  only  the 
business  stated  in  the  call  shall  be  considered. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The  terms  of  these  officers  shall  run  through  the 
period  of  their  membership  of  the  Board,  unless  the  Board  should 
desire  to  end  the  terms  of  either  or  both  sooner. 

The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  business  and 
examinations,  and  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  report  at  every 
regular  meeting  the  matters  that  have  had  attention  since  the  last 
meetiiiL'. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  the  executive  officer  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  imposed  on  him  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  and  such 
others  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct.  At  every  regular 
meeting  he  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  approval,  and  at  Bach  annual  meeting  a  complete  finan- 
cial statement  of  the  pasl  fiscal  year's  business.  lie  shall  furnish  bond 
in  an  approved  surely  company  for  one  thousand  dollars,  the  pre- 
miums to  be  paid  by  the  Board,  lor  the  faithful  collection  and  disburs- 
ing of  all  funds  coming  into  and  passing  from  his  hands.  The  bond 
should  he  tiled  with  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President.  He 
shall  he  the  custodian  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Board,  and  at 
each  annual  meeting  present  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  in  his 
care.  This  responsibility  of  a  Secretary -Treasurer  going  out  of  office 
shall  not  he  <Mnicd  until  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  receipt  from 
his  successor  for  said  property.

Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Examinations  shall  be  mainly  written  and  divided  under  three 
heads,  namely : 

1.  Materia  Medica,  Posology,  and  Toxicology,  with  identification  of 
vegetable  and  animal  drugs. 

2.  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  including  prescription  criticism  and  read- 
ing, with  identification  of  galenicals. 

3.  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  with  identification  of  chemicals. 
Written  questions  shall  be  arranged  as  nearly  as  practicable  into 

ten  main  questions  under  each  head,  with  sub-questions. 

For  the  purpose  of  grading  or  rating,  answers  to  questions  shall  be 
valued  by  marks  or  points  based  on  their  importance,  as  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  the  examiner. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  not  less  than  fifty 
per  cent  under  any  head  or  department,  shall  be  required  to  pass. 

No  application  for  registration,  license  or  permit,  shall  be  con- 
sidered, unless  made  out,  and  duly  sworn  to,  upon  the  official  form 
of  the  Board,  and  accompanied  by  the  required  fee. 

Resolutions  Defining  a  Reputable  School  or  College  of  Pharmacy  Adopted 
by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  and  ruling  of  this  Board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allowing  for  attendance  in  reputable  schools  and  colleges  of 
pharmacy  as  part  of  the  three  years'  experience  required  in  phar- 
macy of  applicants  for  license,  that  such  institutions  shall : 

1.  Be  incorporated  as  a  college  or  school  of  pharmacy,  or  be  a  de- 
partment of  a  regularly  incorporated  educational  institution,  or  a  de- 
partment of  a  State  University,  or  conducted  by  an  incorporated 
pharmaceutical  society. 

2.  That  the  institution  shall  include  in  its  course  of  instruction 
oral  lectures,  personal  laboratory  work,  recitations  and  reviews.  This 
shall  exclude  work  in  absentia. 

3.  That  the  institution  shall  require  of  each  candidate  for  gradua- 
tion not  less  than  500  hours  given  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  not 
less  than  600  hours  of  laboratory  work,  such  work  to  be  given  in  a 
period  of  not  less  than  forty  weeks.

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AN  ACT  TO  REVISE,  CONSOLIDATE  AND  AMEND 
THE  PHARMACY  LAW. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Body  politic 
Association,  and  the  persons  composing  the  same,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  North   Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Name 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  Corporate 
and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  P°wers 
to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and 
perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corpor- 
ate   and    politic,    not    inconsistent    with    the    Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State.
